Harpagns   Departs  With  Xumber  Cargo 

loaded  at  Three  Ports  for 

South  Africa 

Laden  with  a  full  cargo  of  British 
Columbia  lumber,  the  British  steamer 
Harpagus  has  put  to  sea  ^rom  Che- 
malnus  for  Delagoa  Bay.  South  Africa. 
She  dropped  her  pilot  here  before  head-, 
ing  for  the  Straits.  While. on  this  Coast 
the  Harpagus  took  aboard  shipments  of 
lumber  at  Hastings  Mill,  the  Fraser 
River  Mills,  and  completed  at  Che- 
mainus.

According  to  advices  from  Astoria  the 
British  consul  there  will  not  hold  an 
investigation  Into  the  loss  of  the  British 
bark  Battle  Abbey  by  lire  ait  sea.  Con-, 
sul  Erskine  reached  this  decision  upon 
the  receipt  of  a  message  from  Hind, 
Rolph  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco,  the  own- 
ers, who  suggested  that  they  did  not 
deem  it  necessary. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  crew  wilt  be 
paid  off  at  Astoria  and  Captain  Mar- 
sters  will  remain  there  until  that  busl- 
ness  has  been  transacted.  The  sailors 
signed  articles  with  the  stipulation  that 
they  were  to  be  paid  on  reaching  the 
first   American   port

It  is  reported 
tu  well  informed  circles  that  Captain 
Wesley  Davison,  of  the  steamship  Em- 
press  of  India,  will  be  the  next  com- 
mander of  the  Empress  of  Russia.  Cap- 
tain F.  I*  Davison,  formerly  of  the 
steamer  Mont  eagle,  will  command  the 
Empress  of  India,  succeeding  Captain 
W.  Davison. 

Captain  Sam'  Robinson,  commander  of 
the  liner  Empress'  of  Asia,  is  said  to 
have  applied  for  a  long  leave  of  ab- 
sence. If  this  he  granted  he  may  bis 
succeeded  by  Captain  W»  Dixon  Hop- 
craft,  now  master  of  the  Empress  of 

Japan.

Bulgarian  Politics 
SOFIA,  Jan.  10.— The  Agrarian 
Party;  upon  which  the  Bulgarian  Gov- 
ernment now  has  to  rely,  has  formu- 
latcd  its  terms.  It  has  refused  in  the 
first  instance,  to  enter  into  any  nego- 
tiations with  the  Government  so  long 
as  U.  Gennadioff  is  Foreign  Minister. 
Next  it  demands  the  dismissal  of  all 
the  present  ambassadors  and  tho 
higher  officers  in  the  army;  the  r.«fi 
tlon  of  the  civil  list  to  £.4,000;  and 
that  no  loan  to  be  raised  shall  exceed 
'i  12,000.  The  Socialists,  who  are  now 
a  strong,  body  in  Parliament,  frankly 
demand  the  establishment  of  a  .demo- 
cratic republic  and  federation  with  the 
neighboring  states,  aiming  at  a  peace- 
ful solution  of  the  problems  affecting 
iWawrttns.ln  Macedonia,

ANDIDLY  those  who  are  industri- 
ously spreading  about  the  story 
thai  the  Songhees  radians,  who 
rccc'wcd  $torooo  a  little  less  than 
three  years  ago,  now  are  pratr 
ticalh  bankrupt  do  imi  know 
what  the;,  are  talking  about:  As 
a  rcsiili  of  these  canards  l  have 
made  ;t  thorough  investigation 
into  the  present  condition  ol  the 
member  ol  the  tribe,  having  re- 
ceived such  instructions  from  Mr. 
I  )unc;:n  C  Scoff,  Deputy  Super- 
intendent of  Indian  Affair-,  and  I 
do  not  sec  how  the  report  I  have  been  able  to 
prepare  could  he  more  satisfactory.  The  In- 
dians have  done  well  with  their  suddenly  ac- 
quired wealth.  No  group  bf  white  men,  oi 
average  thrift  and  intelligence,  could  have 
handled  these  funds  belter.'' 

Mr.  W.  E.  Ditchburn,  inspector  pi  Indian 
Offices,  so  expressed  himself  recently  in  dis- 
cussing the  result  pf  his  inquiry  into  the  finan- 
cial condition  oi  those  who  profited  when  the 
old  SOhghees  reserve  was  relinquished  and  a 
new  home  obtained  on  Admiral'.-  Road.  What 
has  been  done  with  some  of  the  money  is 
clearly  indicated  by  the  accompanying  pictures. 
That  it  would  be  harder  to  find  a  sounder  form 
of  investment  Mr.  Ditchburn  believes  will  be 
generally  conceded.  Me  says  that  his  re- 
searches show  that  only  five  of  the  forty-one 
Indians  benefited,  have  acted  the  "spend- 
thrift." For  the  rest  it  is  indicated  that  17  per 
cent  of  the  total  amount  has  been  spent  in  the 
period  that  has  elapsed,  a  similar  amount  is 
represented  by  outside  investments,  40  pel 
cent  is  made  up  of  assets  on  the  new  reserve, 
while  24  per  cent  consists  pf  actual  cash  to 
the  credit  of  different  Indians  in  the  bank. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Sixty-three  years 
ago  the  forefathers  of  the  present  members  of 
the  tribe  turned  over  to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Co. 
practically  all  the  property  which  now  makes 
the  townsite  of  Victoria  for  £.S2  10s.,  Mr. 
Ditchburn  think^  that  their  advance,  as  evinced 
by  the  deal  which  resulted  in  their  securing 
$10,000  each  for  the  last  local  reserve  and 
the  careful  disposition  made  of  the  money  is 
most  remarkable  and  praiseworthy. 

Mr.  Ditchburn 's  report,  which  has  been 
forwarded  to  Ottawa,  follows  in  part: 

December  1 1,  i9t3. 
Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  3oth  of 
October,  in  which  you  ask  me  for  a  report  on 
the  condition  of  the  Songhees  Indians,  I  have 
the  honor  to  herewith  submit  a  detailed  state- 
mentMnd  summary,  in  which  it  is  shown  how 
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each  family  spent,  in  some  cases,  a  portion, 
and  in  others,  the  whole  of  the  money  they 
received  from  the  Government  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia  at  Hie  time  of  the  surren- 
der of  their  reserve  in  this  city,  now  two  years 
and  eight  months  ago. 

The  surrender  was  taken  by  myself  on  the 
1 3th  of  April,  191 1,  and  each  head  of  a  family 
received  $10,000  in  cash  as  well  as  the  value 
of  their  improvements,  on  the  old  reserve. 
There  were  41  families  in  all.  Besides  the 
amount  of  cash  paid  to  the  Indians  they  also 
received  a  new  reserve  on  Esquimau  Harbor, 
containing  163.42  acres,  in  exchange  for  the 
old  reserve  of  1 1  2  acres. 

On  this  new  reserve  the  Indians  have  built 
some  very  fine  residences  and  put  in  a  good 
class  of  furniture,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  majority  of  them  seem  perfectly  able  to 
keep  their  houses  in  a  clean  and  healthy  con- 
dition.    I  also  enclose  \Mt<v\\h,  a  itw  Pllflfos 


of  some  of  the  houses  in  order  that  you  may 
have  an  idea  as  to  the  class  of  habitations  these 
Indians  now  possess,  apd  in  which  a  great  bulk 
of  them  take  particular  interest.  The  photos 
I  herewith  enclose  are  of  some  of  the  better 
class  of  houses;  by  reference  to  the  figures 
given  in  the  detailed  statements  a  fair  Conclu- 
sion can  be  arrived  at  as  to  the  character  of 
the  others. 

As  you  will  observe  by  a  perusal  of  both 
the  detailed  statement  and  summary,  a  large 
number  of  the  members  of  the  Songhees  tribe 
have  still  very  handsome  bank  accounts;  others 
have  made  in  vestments,  while  still  others,  wno 
have  been  less  speculative,  have  loaned  out 
sums  on  interest. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  when  one  gives 
this  question  the  amount  of  consideration  it  is 
entitled  to  there  is  but  one  conclusion  fc  be 
reached,  viz.,  that  the  Songhees  tribe  of  In- 
dians  liayft  ftine  as,wf,M,  if  nnt  hrm,  u\\\\ 


their  money  thn.ri  iei  same  number  ot  while 
people,  in  a  much  Uglier  stage  of  civilization, 
would  have  done. 

There  have,  of  course,  been  a  few  who 
squandered  their  money,  at  the  first,  but  that 
is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  for  $10,000  is  a  very 
large  amount  of  money  for  a  person  to  come 
into  possession  of  who  had  possibly  never  be- 
fore owned  over  a  couple  of  hundred  dollars 
at  any  one  time.  Nevertheless,  although  some 
of  them  have  no  money  left  they  have  still 
valuable  assets  on  the  reserve  in  the  way  of 
houses,  stock  and  implements. 

The  building  of  good  homes  on  the  reserve 
is  the  result  of  a  promise  1  extracted  from  the 
Indians  at  the  time  of  taking  the  surrender, 
for  I  anticipated  the  probability  of  * 
percentage  of  them  spending  their  nu 
lessly,  ami  my  idea  was  that  no 
some  of  them  might  spend 
mannir,  thair  fanalUr 


good  home  over  their  heads,  which  could  not 
he  takfln  away  from  them.  I  am  aware  of  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  some  unfavorable  com- 
ment by  a  portion  of  the  public  on  the  manner 
in  which  some  of  these  Indians  used  their 
money  at  first,  but  it  was  the  reckless  ones 
that  have  been  noticed,  and  no  attention  has 
been  paid  and  no  credit  given  to  the  industri- 
ous and  careful  Indians. 

It  is  also  possible  that  some  have  been 
rather  extravagant  in  their  purchase  of  house- 
hold effects,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that 
as  soon  as  these  Indians  received  their  money 
they  were  the  prey  of  all  classes  of  solicitors 
lor  business,  who  no  doubt  did  unload  on 
them  in  several  instances  goods  that  they  might 
have  very  well  done  without. 

My  the  summary  you  will  see  that  of  $432,- 
°>7  2  received  by  the  Songhees  Indians  in  April, 
1911,  there  is  still  known  to  be  $104,117,  or 
slightly  over  24  per  cent  still  remaining  as  cash 
in  hand;  $168,736,  or  40  per  cent  of  the  total, 
has  been  spent  in  first-class  assets  on  the  re- 
serve; SST/oSO  are  out  on  ldans  bearing  inter- 
est, and  $75,187  represents  interests  outside  of 
the  reserve.  This,  I  think,  you  will  agree  with 
me,  is  a  very  good  showing  indeed. 

The  question  of  paying  Indians  the  full 
purchase  price  of  reserves  should  require  in 
each  case  special  consideration;  in  the  first 
place  as  to  the  stage  of  civilization  the  band 
have  arrived  at,  and  in  the  second  place,  the 
amount  of  money  proposed  to  b£  given  them. 
There  are  very  few  tribes'  in  "il^:iinf|^iN^ie ,. 
which  I  could  recommend  receiving 
large  amount  per  family  *$  in  the  case 
Songhees  settlement.

.       For  many  years  one  of  British  Columbia's 
best-known  and  wittiest  judges. 

"Heaven  lies  about  us  in  our  infancy," 
wrote  a  famous  singer,  and  a  famous  cynic, 
many  years  later,  was  sufficiently  sacreligious 
to  add  to  the  beautiful  line  of  the  Lake  poet 
the  thought  ".'•  ...  everyone  else  does,  any- 
how." Doubtless  Judge  Bole  was  no  excep- 
tion to  the  rule,  and  was,  like  the  rest  of  us, 
blissfully  unconscious  at  that  early  stage'  of  his 
existence  of  the  fact  that  "Heaven  lies  about 
us  in  our  infancy."  At  any  rate  he  had  not 
long  emerged  from  infancy  when  some 
one  of  his  numerous  relatives  predicted 
that  his  destiny  was  the  stage.  The 
lady  was  wrong,  because  he  became 
a  barrister,  which,  however,  is  the  near-* 
est  approach  to  the  stage,  and  requires  some 
of  the  same  personal  attributes  if  a  man  is.  to 
make  a  success  of  his  calling;  but  it  is  easy  for 
those  of  us  who  know  the  judge  in  these  later 
years,  or  who  have  known  him  for  many 
years,"  to  believe  that  he  must  have  shown 
some  marked 'signs  of  histrionic  ability  as  a 
child.  A  fondness  for  acting  and  mimicry 
must  have  been  born  in  him.  This*  is  not  so 
in  the  case  of  all  Irishmen,  but  it  is  true  Of 
the  majority.  If  the  Judge  will  excuse  the 
guess— one  of  the  advantages  of  not  submit- 
ting a  proof  to  the  subject  of  the  story  is  that 
he  cannot"  cut  out  any  expression  of  opinion 
in  which  you  may  indulge — 1  am  inclined  to 
think  that  he  was  a  very  precocious  youngster. 
He  is  even  precocious  now.  at  times,  despite 
his  three  score  and  ten  years. 

THE   JUDGE    AS    THE    THIRD    RICHARD 

He  has  a  prodigious  memory,  and  one 
could  imagine,  him  doing  what,  it  is  quite  sate 
no  mortal  man  has  ever  attempted,  commit- 
ting. Browning's  "Sordello''  to  memory — and 
perishing  in  the  attempt.  I  asked  him  if  he 
had  ever  taken  part  in  amateur  theatricals, 
and  lie  told  me  that  he  had  "gone  in"  for  that 
sort  of  pleasure  a  good  deal  in  his  early  days 
in  Ireland,  but  had  never  done  so  in  this  coun- 
try. He  enjoyed,  he  said,  attempt! 
Shakespearian  impersonations,  and,  Curious] 
enough,  had  nearly  always  taken  serious  roles. 
his  favorite  being  the  hunch-backed  King  in 
'Richard  the  Third.''  A  discussion  fall  wed 
upon  this,  Shakespeare's  most  melodramatic 
drama,  and  developed  into  an  argument  upon 
r>  certain  point.  Suddenly  the  Judge  pran| 
to  his  feet,  and,  to  illustrate  his  point,  sp£ 
several  of  the  King's  lines  in  character.  :!j 
Stopped,  but  I  had  heard  and  seen  enough  lo 
fce  delighted,  being  somewhat  interested  in  this 
sort  of  thing  myself.  I  insisted  that  he  should 
body  forth  before  me  all  that  he  could  re- 
member of  that  scene,  and  he  did.  For  ten 
br  fifteen  minutes  the  former  British  Columbia 
Judge  was  forgotten,  and — whether  as  Richard 
or  one  of  the  other  characters  in  the  play — he 
seemed  to  live  the  part.  It  seemed  strange 
cc  and  hear  the  genial  Judge  emphasizing 
tone  and  action  the  cynical,  ruthless  phil- 
osophy expressed  by  the  man  who  was,  though 
a  tyrant,  an  arch  dissembler  also.  Judge  Bole 
I  his  armchair,  and,  laughing,  became 
himself  again. 

THE    JUDGE    AS    CAPTAIN 

The  art  ol  war  has  something  in  common 
with  dramatic  art — it  often  draws  forth  the 
sense  of  the  dramatic  in  man — and  the  muse 
of  music  is  closely  allied.  This  thought  sug- 
gested two  reminiscences.  The  Judge  had 
read  the  amusing  incident  (recalled  by  Mr. 
Cambie)  about  the  surprised  Chinamen  fall- 
ing like  ripe  fruit  from  the  tree  when  New 
Westminster  artillerymen  discharged  their  gun 
upon  the  occasion  of  the  formal  opening  of 
the  depot  at  New  Westminster.     The  Judge

.TRIBUTE  TO  A  BISHOP  AND  HIS  WIDOW 

The  musical  reminiscence  is  of  the  late 
Bishop  Siliitoe-— a  notable  old-times-— -and  his 
widow,  Mrs.  Siliitoe,  whom  we  stilt  have  with 
us,  and  who  has  already  ligured  in  this  series 
of  stories.  The  Judge  spoke  very  highly  of  the 
musical  ability  and  the.  self-sacrificing  pioneer- 
ing—in  the  wilder  parts  of  the « Province  par- 
ticularly— of  both.'  "Mrs.  Siliitoe,  besides  be- 
ing highly  educated  and  a  first-class  musician." 
he  observed,  "had  the  additional  advantage  of 
possessing  a  really  magnificent  voice,  to  the 
charm  of  which  careful  training  had  added 
so  much  that  to  hear  her  sing,  whether  in 
church,  on  the  concert  platform,  or  in  ora- 
torio, was  a  treat  well  worth  going  miles  to 
enjoy.  As  a  hostess  she,  like  the.  Bishop  as  a 
host,  left  the  guest  nothing  to  wish  for.  Mart) 
old-timers  will  bear  me  out  in  this  estimate  of 
her  ability  and  of  their  hospitality.  In  addi- 
tion, it  is  only  fair  to  add,  that  Mrs.  Siliitoe 
possessed  in  an  unusual  degree  for  a  lady  pj 
her  gifts  the  power  of  self-effacement.  The 
Bishop  himself  was  ,(  man  of  menial  and  musi- 
cal attainments,  and  the  Province  owes'  more 
t-e   him   tii  man  the  eneou  tent

"POOR  LAWYER  WORSE  THAN  NONE" 


"One  trial  that  took  place  before  me  ex- 
cited a  good  deal,  of  public  interest; "  observed 
the  Judge,  "it  was  a  trial  in  which  a  banker 
was  Charged  with  the  murder  of  his  wife.  He 
was  ably  defended  by  Mr.  E.'  P.  Davis,  K.C., 
and  the  case  for  the  Crown  was  skilfully 
handled  by  Mr.  (afterwards  Chief  Justice) 
McColl.  After  a  trial  lasting  one  week  the 
prisoner  was  acquitted,  and  I  could  find  no 
fault  with  the  verdict.  Upon  one  occasion  a 
tine,  strapping  young  man,  with  a  good,  honest 
face  Came  before  me  for  election  on  a  charge 
of  breaking*  up  a  boom  of  logs  with  intent 'to 
steal  same.

I. ike  many  of  his  modest  fellow-country- 
men, Judge  Bole  can  lay>  claim  to  having 
caught  at  least  a  corner  of  the  mantle  of 
Demosthenes,  and  I  am  told  by  one  of  his 
friends  that,  when  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of 
Queen  Victoria  was  being  celebrated,  his  lord- 
ship was  invited  by  the  mayor  and  council  to 
act  as  the  orator  upon  that  happy  occasion, 
that  he  addressed  a  crowd  of  5,000  people  at 
the  Queen's  Park,  New  Westminster,  and  that 
he  succeeded  in  holding  their  attention  for  ait 
nour,  the  speech  being  afterwards  published  in 
extenso  and  exciting  much  favorable  comment 
as  a  comprehensive  and  condensed,  not  to  say 
eloquent,  review  of  the  principal  important 
events  of  Her  Majesty's  long  reign.  It  is  a 
curious  coincidence  that,  upon  a  similar — 
though  a  sad— occasion,  another  well-known 
Judge,  Judge  Mclnnes,  was  chosen  to  act  as 
orator  and  pronounce  Vancouver's  funeral  ora- 
tion when  King  Edward  died.  ,  And  the  mem- 
ory of  that  speech  in  the  open  air  has  lingered 
vividly  with  many  hundreds  of  the  thousands 
who  heard  it. 

Just  here  I  find  some  notes  I  had  overlook- 
ed when  dealing  with  interesting  legal  cases 
with  which  the  Judge  has  been  associated. 
Two  of  these  are  well  worth  repeating.  At 
an  Assizes  in  the  upper  country,  before  Sir 
Matthew  Begbie.  a  miner' was  tried  for  the  wil- 
ful murder  of  his  partner,  but,  owing  to  some 
weakness  in  the  chain  of  circumstantial  evi- 
dence, he  was  acquitted  of  the  murder  by  the 
direction  of  the  Judge,  whereupon  he  demand- 
ed his  discharge.  "Not  so  fas;.'"  replied  Sir 
Matthew,  "There  will  be  another  charge  laid." 
Upon  this  the  prisoner  was  at  once  arraigned 
on  an  indictment  charging  him  with  stealing 
the  dead  man's  boots,  described  technically  in 
the  indictment  as  being  the  property  of  the 
Bishop  of  Columbia,  as  the  prisoner  had  vol- 
untarily told  a  number  of  persons  that  he  had 
taken  these  boots.  Indeed,  he  admitted  as 
much  in  court.  .  He  was  convicted  and  sen- 
tenced to  a  very  long  period  ot  imprisonment. 
"Hence,"  added  Judge  Bole,  "it  is  still  a  joke 
among  the  old-timers.  'If  you  must  steal  some- 
thing, whatever  else  you  steal,  do  not  steal 
the  Bishop's  boots."  * 

"A   SHOCKINGLY    BAD    MEMORY" 

And  here  is  the  last  legal  anecdote.  "Upon 
one  occasion  .it  a  trial  before  me.'"  recalled 
the  Judge,  "the  plaintiil  claimed  damages  aris- 
ing out  of  the  breach  of  a  verbal  contract.  The 
plaintiil,  v.  horn  we  will  call  Mr.  Jones,  by  his 
own  evidence  and  the  evidence  ot  three  re- 
spectable and  impartial  witnesses,  proved 
claim  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt.  Indeed, 
one  witness  to  the  contract  had  a  fuller  and 
more  distinct  recollection  of  the  conversation 
constituting  the  contract  than  Mr.  Jones  him- 
■h  had.  He  went  so  far  as  to  recoiled  a 
number  of  details  thai  the  plaintiff  had  evi- 
dently forgotten.  Counsel  tor  the  defence, 
after  some  ctoss-examination,  said,  'You  are 
sure  ot  the  date — perhaps  you  remember  the 
day  ot  the  week5'  'Ye^.'  replied  the  witne 
Mondav  at  :  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.'  'Al- 
right,' said  the  lawyer,  'will  you  kindlj  toil 
the  court  what  you  were  doing  on  the  Mondaj 
before  or  the  Monday  after  this  conversation, 
or  any  Monday  of  that  year,  especially  at  2 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon?"

SIR    HUGH    GOUGH    WINS    BATTLE'   OF    CHILLIAN- 
WALLAH— 1849 

On  the  20th  of  October,  1848,  Quitter 
Singh  and  his  Shere  Singh  at  the  head  oi 
thirty  thousand  men,  raided  the  standard  of 
revolt  in  the  Punjaub,  and  in  tiie  following 
month  Sir  Hugh,  now  Viscount  Gough,  en- 
countered him  at  Ramnugger,  twenty  thousand 
strong.  The  engagement  was  disastrous  to 
the  British  arms.  The  contest  was  renewed  on 
the  12th  of  January,..  1849,  when  the  Sikhs 
were  strongly  posted  in  a  jungle  with  thirty 
.thousand  jnen  .and  sixty-two  guns*  'A*  deeper* 
ate  encounter  took  place  near  the  village  of 
Ghillian wallah,  on  the  13  th,  when  Lo«d  Gough 
unwisely  accepted  battle  at  three  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  .within  two .  hours  of  darkness. 
The  battle  proceeded  with  varying  fortune. 
The  24th  Foot  made  a  determined  onslaught 
upon  the  enemy's  guns,  but  they  were  met 
with  a  deadly  discharge  of  grape,  and  reached 
them  breathless  and  in  confusion.  A  heavy 
fire  of  musketry  from  the  surrounding 'jungle 
completed  tmr  discomfiture,  whereupon  the 
Sikhs,  sword  in  hand,  charged  the  disordered 
force  and  turned  the  repulse  into  a  rout.    The 

- 1 4th  Light  Dragoons,  faced  by-the- 
in  the  jungle,  turned  and  fled,  and  riding  over 
the  artillerymen  In  the  rear  caused  havoc  and 
confusion,  whereupon  the  Sikh  cavalry  swoop- 
ed down  upon  the  discomfited  gunners,  cut 
down  seventy  of,  their  number,  and  captured 
several  guns  and  colors.  The  result  was  a 
drawn  battle,  with  heavy  losses  on  the  British 

•;  side.     In  killed  and  wounded'  the  British  lost 
2,557  men.  .  ■;/.  %'/  /"-^:- 

The  news  of  this  .-calamity  caused  conster- 
nation at  home,  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington 
appointed  Sir  Charles  Napier  to  proceed  to 
India  to  take  command,  saying,  "If  you  don't 
go,  1  must?  "  Before  his  arrival,  however,  ihe 
situation , was  saved  by  the  reduction  of  Mool- 
tan  and  the' success  of  the  battle  of  GoOjerat. 
On  the  2nd  of  January,  1 849,  the  city  of  Mool- 
tan  was  stormed,  and  on  the  22nd»  the  citadel, 
still  held  by  Moolraj,  with  three  thousand  men. 
capitulated  under,  pressure  of!  the  garrison. 
During  the  bombardment  the  principal  maga- 
zine, which  contained  sixteen  thousand  pounds 
of  gunpowder,  was  blown  up,  when  eight  hun- 
dred persons  were  killed  or  "wounded  and    a 

number' of  buildings  were  destroyed.  - 

The  battle  of  Goojerat,  fought  on  the  22nd 
of  February,  1849,  was  won  largely  by  the  ar- 
tillery. Lord'  Gough,  chastened  by  recent  ex- 
periences, showed  himself  amenable  to  reason 
and  not  above  the  influence  of  advice.  Play- 
ing his  own  game  his  one  trump  card  was  the 
bayonet,  but  at  Goojerat  he  was  wise  enough, 
under  advice,  to  make  good  use  of  the  other 
branches  of  the  service.  The  battle  opened 
with  an  artillery  duel,  and  for  nearly  three 
hours  the  Sikh  gunners  manned  their  pieces 
under  a  fire  such  as  they  had  never  known 
before.  It  closed  with  a  cavalry  charge  upon 
the  broken  line  of  the  enemy,  and  the  pursuit 
of  the  routed  forces  for  twelve  miles.  This 
magnificent  victory  was  achieved  with  the  loss 
of  92  killed  and  682  wounded. 

The  result  of  these  victories  was  the  an- 
nexation of  the  Punjaub  to  the  Indian  Empire. 
Moolraj  was  subsequently  tried  for  the  murder 
of  Mr.  Agnew  and  Lieutenant  Anderson,  was 
found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  death,  a  sentence 
afterwards  commuted  to  imprisonment  for  life 
—Alfred  II.  Miles.

A  heavy 
fire  of  musketry  from  the  surrounding' jungle 
completed  their  discomfiture,  whereupon  the 
Sikhs,  sword  in  hand,  charged  the  disordered 
force  and  turned  the  repulse  into  a  rout.  The 
i^m  Ltgtu  "uragoons,  raced  oy  tne  sukr  root 
in  the  jungle,  turned  and  fled,  and  riding  over 
the  artillerymen  in  the  rear  caused  havoc  and 
confusion,  whereupon  the  Sikh  cavalry  swoop- 
ed down  upon ,  the  discomfited  gunners,  cut 
down  seventy  of  their  number,  and  captured 
several  guns  and  colors;  The  result  was  a 
drawn  battle,  with  heavy  losses  on  the  British 
side.  Irt  killed  and  wounded  the  British  lost 
2,557  men.  ',..,':.   ." 

The  news  of  this  calamity  caused  conster- 
nation at  home,  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington 
appointed.  Sir  Charles  Napier  to  proceed  to 
India  to  take  command,  saying,  "If  you  don't 
go,  I  must? '\  Before  his  arrival  however,  the 
situation  was  saved  by  the  reduction  of  Mool- 
tan  and  the' success  of  the  battle  of  Goojerat. 
On  the  2nd  of  January,  1 849,  the  City  of  Modi- 
tan  was  stormed,  and  on  the  22nd,  the  citadel/ 
still  held  by  Moolraj,  With  three  thousand  men. 
capitulated  under  pressure  of  the  garrison. 
During  the  bombardment  the  principal  maga- 
zine, which  contained  sixteen  thousand  pounds 
of  gunpowder,  was  blown  up,  when  eight  hun- 
dred persons  were  killed  or  'wounded  and  a 
number  of  buildings  were  destroyed. 

The  battle  of  Goojerat,  fought  on  the  22nd 
of  February,  1849,  was  won  largely  by  the  ar- 
tillery. Lord  Gough,  chastened  by  recent  ex- 
periences, sh'owed  himself  amenable  to  reason 
and  not  above: the^tluence  of  advice.  Play- 
ing his  own  game  his  one  trump  card  was  the 
bayonet,  but  at  Goojerat  he  was  wise  enough, 
under  advice,  to  make  good  use  of  the  other 
branches  of  the  service.  The  battle  opened 
with  an  artillery  duel,  and  for  nearly-  three 
hours  the  Sikh  gunners  manned  their  pieces 
under  a  lire  such  as  they  had  never  known 
before.  It  closed  with  a  cavalry  charge  upon 
the  broken  line  of  the  enemy,  and  the  pursuit 
of  the  routed  forces  for  twelve  miles.  This 
magnificent  victory  was  achieved  with  the  loss 
of  92  killed  and  682  wounded. 

The  result  of  these  victories  was  the  an- 
nexation of  the  J^wnjaub  to  the  Indian  Empire 
Moolraj  was  subsequently  tried  for  the  murder 
ol  Mr.  \gnew  and  Lieutehanl  iftiderson,  was 
found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  deaiii,  ;i  sentence 
afterwards  commuted  to  imprisonment  for  life 
^Alfred  II.  Miles.

This  does  not 
touch  the  nature  of  heat,  but  before   passing 
on  to  consider    this   it    may    be    mention- 
ed   that    it    seems    to    be    probable    that, 
lust  as  li^ht  rays  are  invisible  unless  they  are 
arrested  by  some  tangible  thing,  so  heat  rays 
give  off  no  heat  except  under  similar  contact. 
It  will  be  evident,  on  a  moment's  considera- 
tion, that  the  Sun  gives  off  light  and  heat  in

fact  lies  one  of  the  most  striking  contrasts  be* 
tween  the  Northern  and  Southern  halves  of 
the  Western  Hemisphere.  The  importance  of 
the  native  Indian  element  resides  partly  in  the 
fact  that  it  furnishes  the  bulk  of  the  laboring 
people,  and  a  large  part  of  the  army,  partly  m 
the  influence  it  has  exerted  and  still  exerts  on 
the  whites,  commingling  its  blood  with  theirs 
and  affecting  their*  "life  and  habits  in    many 

ways."  .  '■  -  %  >ri 

In  .Mexico  today  there  are  about  fifteen 
millions  of  a  population,  and  at  least  eight 
millions  of  these  are  Indians,  six  millions  Mesti- 
zos  or  mixed  blood,  and  the  remainder  Span- 
iards.    So  those  of  us  who  having  read  early 
histories,  or  not  having  read  South  American 
history  at  all,  but  have  drawn  our  own  conclu- 
sions "from    conditions    in    our    own    country 
have  Judged  that  the  South  American  Indi 
like  the  North  American  Indians  were  a  last 
'dying  race,  will  perceive  at  once  our  mistake 
as  far  as  Mexico  is  concerned  at  least.     The 
— Indians  of  Mexico  today  must  be  a  far  from 
conquered   people,    whatever  they  may  have 
appeared  to  be  in   the  sad   times  while  they 
were  still   suffering  from    the    effects   of  the 


Spanish  conqui 

The  Mexican  Indian  is  intellectually  super- 
ior to  the  other  aboriginal  races  in  South  Am- 
erica and  he  is  and  always  has  been  a  wonder- 
ful fighting  man.  Old.  history  furnishes  us 
many  instances  of  their  great  courage  and  un- 
selfish heroism,  and  modern  history  is  not 
silent  either  in  this  respect.  We  quote  one 
example  which  for  pure  valor  is  the  equal  of 
many   a   glorious    deed    famed   in   story  and 

song. 

A  few  years  ago  in  Northern  Mexico  a 
truck  carrying  a  load  of  dynamite  was  found 
to  be  on  tire  at  a  villa  ition.

men and  children  were  in  close  proximity  and 
wholly  ignorant  of  the  danger.

Ono  of  the  proofs  of  the  existence^  still  oi 
Indian  sentiment  and  reverence  lor  Indian  lia 
ditions  lies  in  Hie  tact  that  in  Hie  Cities  of 
South  America  one  finds  no  monuments  to  the 
Cbnqui  tadors  nor  to  the  Spanish  kings  and 
queens  during  whose  reigns  the  Spanish  set- 
tle] i  and  adventurers  came  to  the  New  World. 
In    Mexico   there   is  nothing  to   commemorate 


desolate  and  many  of  the  cities  in  rums,  but  it 
also  left  the  intellect  of  the  German  people 
aroused  to  an  appreciation  of  the  triumphs  to 
be  achieved  in  the  field  of  intellectual  develop- 
ment and  philosophic  in.vestigatipn. 

We  have  now  to  consider  briefly  a  period 
in  German  history,  for  which  it  is  difficult  40 - 
offer  any  explanation.    Five  years  before^  the 
Peace  of  Westphalia,  whteh  erftfed  the  Thirty 
Yean'  War,  Louis  XIV.  came  to  the  throne  of 
France.    He  *a$  then  only  five  years  W  W? 
ana"  gave  little  promise  of  a  useful  career.  His 
mother   acted  as   regent,  and  the  hoy .  wm 
allowed  to  grow  up  with  Htfte  education  and 
encouraged  to  pursue  a  dissolute  life.     The 
minister  of  the  day  was  Mazarin,  a  man  of 
great  ablJSft,  but  conspicuous  for  his  vices* 
He  married,  privately,  the  Queen-Mother,  and 
Was  virtually  rtiler  of  France  for  twenty  years. 
He  died  in  1661,  and  immediately  thereafter 
Louis  asserted  himself  in  an  unexpected  man- 
ner, and  let  it  be  known  that  he,  and  he  only, 
was  to  exercise  power  in  France.    His  famous 
saying,  "L'etat  e'est  moi"  (I  am  the  State) 
may  be  accepted  as  indicative  of  his  attitude. 
He  aimed  to  establish,  and  did  in  point  of  fact 
establish,  a  pure  despotism,  that  is,  pure  m  the 
'sense  that  it  was  not  limited  by    any   sense 
of  responsibility.    "It  is  my  pleasure"  was  the 
expression  invariably  employed  fey  him  .m  all 
his  official  documents.    He  developed  very  re- 
markab\e  ability,  and  in  some  respects  deserved 
his  title  of  Le  Grand  Monarque.     He  married, 
when  quite  young,  the  Infanta  Maria  Theresa 
of  Spain,  an  act  which  later  had  a  vital  effect 
upon  the  history  of  Germany. 

But  before  speaking  of  the  political  effect 
of   his   long   reign-— he  died    in    171 5— —it   is 
necessary  to  consider  the  standard,  of  living, 
which  he  set  up,  and  its  influence  elsewhere 
than  in  France.    The  age  in  which  he  lived  was 
very  irreligious.     Doubt  having  been  cast  upon    ■ 
-  the'authority  of  Rome  in  matters  of  conscience, 
there  ensued  a  very  remarkable  loosening.of  all 
moral  obligations.     Without  going  so  far  as 
to  sav  that  the  people  became  openly  atheistic, 
it  may  with  truth  be  said  that  a  very  great 
number  of  the  aristocracy  of  France  lived  as 
.though  there  were  no  such  thing  as  moral  re- 
sponsibility, and  the  King  was  almost  deified. 
Life  at  the  court  was  in  accordance  with  the 
dictates  of  the  grosser  passion-,  qualified  only 
by  the  desires  of  theXing,  whose  word  was  law 
iii  everything.     A  new  standard,  was  set    up, 
and  it  prevailed  not  only  in  France,  but  in  Ger- 
many as  well,   and  in  the  latter  country  was 
marked  by  a  grossness  impossible  in  the  more 
refined  atmosphere  of  Paris,  where  even  at  the 
worst  of  times  a  semblance  of  decency  was  6 
served.     The  movement  towards  laxity  ol  liv- 
ing was  very  marked  in  Saxony.     Nothing  can 
exceed  the  lavishness  and  lewdness  with  which 
the  kings  of  that  unhappy  country  conducted 
themselves  during  the  latter  half  of  the  Seven- 
teenth   Century.      Vice    and    n  extrava- 
gance prevailed,     it  seems  incredible  thai  a 
people  as  pour  as  those  of  Saxony  could  ha 
submitted  to,  much  less  have  borne,  the  terri- 
ble  impositions   laid    upon    them.      In    Havana 
matter,  were  even  worse,     it  need  only  be 
mentioned   that   two   hundred    and    nineteen 
pounds  "t  gold  were  used  in  Hie  ornamentation 
,,i  ^e  bed  ol  -state  by  John  George  IV.,  and 
that  his  queen  was  even  more  extravagant  than 
\u\  to  give  Some  idea  pf  the  wastefulness  which 

marked  those  inn,  .  i  ho  whole  Government, 
such  as  it  was,  in  Central  Germany  was  Ac- 
signed  t-i  ih'-  i  urpo  e  o1  de  polling  the  people 

for  the  ake  of  the  Court.  The  result  ol  this 
state  "I  things  wa  (he  rise  of  the  power  of 
Brandenburg,  and  the  beginning  ol  the  su- 
premac  of  Prussia  in  German  affairs.

Sci- 
ence has  how  Accepted  what  is  known  as  the 
molecular  theory  o(  heat,  namely  that  is  du0 
to  th£  movement  of  molecules,  the  more  rapid 
,the  motjon  the  greater  the  heat.    A  few  words 
may  be.  said,  here  as  to  the  size  and  motion  of 
molecuies.  ■  Dr.  van  Nordroff  says   that   the 
number  Of  molecules  in  a  cubic  inch  of  -ir 
'  may  be  expressed  by   to  raised  to  its  21st 
power,  a  number  which  would  require  the  use 
of  more  cyphers  than  one  can  conceive  of. 
These  molecules  have  a  free  path  of  --1.-277,- 
000  part  of  an  inch,  and  van  Nordroff  esti- 
mates that  each  molecule  comes  into  collision 
-with  another  molecule  5,ooo,ooo,ooo  times  in 

a  second.    ; 

Molecules,   notwithstanding  Iheir  constant 
motion,  are  held  together  by  the  force  of  co- 
hesion.    This  is  one  of  the  forces  of  nacu'e 
which  seems  to  be  inherent  in  matter.    It  is  the 
force   of  cohesion   which   keeps  matter  from 
'■•  flying  asunder  in  such  exceedingly  minute  par- 
ticles tharrrwould  be  invisible.  In  other  words 
there  cquld  be  no  Universe  without  this  mys- 
terious power  of  cohesion.    Heat  is  opposed  to 
cohesion.     In  the  atmosphere  at  the  freezing 
point  the  speed  of  molecules  is  estimated  at 
1.470  feet  a  second.     If    the   motion    should 
come   slower,    the   atmosphere   would    become 
liquid;  if  it  became  slower  still,  the  atmosphere 
would  become  solid.     Heat,  by  increasing  the 
rapidity    of   the    motion    of    molecules,   causes 
matter  to  expand.     As  the  expansion  increases, 
the   rapidity   of  the  expansion  also  increases. 
Moreover,  the  rapidity  of  the  expansion  of  va- 
rious substances  varies.     Glass    and   platinum 
expand  at  the  same  rapidity.     I  his  fact  is  taken 
advantage  of  in   the  manufacture  of  electric 
Hghi    bulbs.    Which    must     be     air-tight.      The 
bulbs  are  closed   with   glass,    3  platinum   wire 
being   run    through^t.      AS   they  expand    and 
Contract    at    the   same   rate,   thev   make  a  per- 
fectly air-tight    joint.  '  illustrating    expansion 
under  heat  it  may  be  mentioned  that  a  60-foot 
ran    will    contract    half   an    inch    in    ver\ 
weather.

"Again  and  again  I  receive  letters,  as  to 
the  birds  being  seen,"  Mr.  Stephen  told  us 
one  morning,  as  we  discussed  a  telegram  from 
Arkansas,  of  some  hunters  claiming  to  have 
seen  wild  pigeons  there,  "but  they're  wild 
doves,  every  time.  These  birds,  too,  are

"Where  did  we  get  our  last  survivor?  In 
1877  I  secured  for  the  Zoo  a  flock  of  eight  of 
the  birds,  and  J  paid  four  dollars-a.  pair.ior 
them.  They  were  then  fairly  common.  The 
eig'ht  birds  bred;  the  old  ones  died,  and,  by  and 
by,- of  the  progeny,  there  is  only  this  one  left. 
She  is  twenty-six  years  old  today  and  is  as  live- 
ly as 'ever.  Of  course  we  have  tried  to  cross- 
breed her  often,  without  success.  She  has  laid 
Several  eggs  as  a  result  of  this,  but  they  were 
;  not  fertile,  and  now  she's  too  Pld  to  lay.  So 
it  seems  as  though  the  race  were  extinct,  the 
eight  J  have  reference  to  came  from  Michi- 
gan, where  years  ago,  the  timber  was  full  of 
wem.  Wild  doves,  you  know,  go  only  ill 
pairs,  whereas  the  wild  pigeons  go  in  flocks." 
As  lale ii 4 882^  the  pigebis  wet eio  plenti- 
ful that  they  were  taken  in  great  numbers, 
Chicago  was  flooded  with  them  an4  they  "sold 
at  as  low  as  three  and  four  cents  apiece.  Back 
in  1873,  moreover,  an  amphitheatre  in  the 
Windy  City  held  a  gfctit  pigeon>shooti  *  at 
which  some  seven  or  eight  thousand  of  the 
birds  were  enclosed  in  a  wire  contraption  close 
■tiy  for  use*  The  breech-loading  shotgun  came 
in 'at  that  time,  and  it  has  wreatfed  havoc  on 
the  birds. 

•  Standing  before  the  cage  of  this  last  pigeon 
at  the  ^pO,  orie  likes  to  ponder  on  the  pigeon 
flocks  that  have  been. 

Writing  in  1859,  the  naturalist,  Goodrich, 
relates  of  these  pigeon-flocks  as  follows: 

"The  common  wild-pigeon  of  the  United 
States,  often  called  the  passenger  pigeon,  is 
sixteen  to  eighteen  inches  long,  bluish-gray 
above,  breast  reddish  brown.     The  food- con- 

•  sists  of  beech-nuts,  acorns,  berries,  rice,  seeds, 
etc.  It  ranges  throughout  North  America 
from  twenty-five  to  sixty-two  degrees  north. 

^Therc  it  builds  a  slight  flat  nest  of  sticks,  and 
lays  two  eggs. 

"The- bird  is  migratory,  moving  to  the 
Northwest  in  vast  flocks  in  April  .and  return- 
ing to  the  South  in  August  and  September, 
The  migrations  are  variable  as  to  time  and 
numbers;  latterly  they  have  been  less  multi- 
tudinous than  they  were  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  ago."

across  the  country  for  a  great  way.  Not  t.n 
from  Shelbyville,  Ky„  about  five  years  ago, 
there  was  one  of  these  breeding  places,  which 

tched  through  the  woods  in  nearly  a  north 
and  south  direction;  was  several  miles  in 
breadth,  aiui  was  said  to  he  upward  qf  forty 
miles  in  extent.

and  encamped  for  several  days  at  this  im- 
mense nursery.  Several  of  them  informed  me 
that  the  noise  was  so  great  as  to  terrify  their 
horses,  and  that  it  was  difficult  for  one  person 
to  hear  another  speak  without  bawling  in  his 
ear.

trees  that  seemed  -to  be  most  crowded  with 
nests  and  contrived  to  fell  them  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  «h  their  descent  they  might  bring 
down  several  others;  by  which  means' the  fall- 
ing of  one  large  tree  sometimes  produced  200 
squabs,  little  inferior  in  size  to  the  old  ones 
and  almost  one,  heap  of  fat.  On  some  single 
trees  upward  of  one  hundred  nests  were  found, 
it  was  dangerous  to  walk  under  these  flying 
and  fluttering  millions,  from  the  frequent  fall 
of  large  branches,  broken  down  by  the  weight 
of  the  multitude  above  and  which,  in  their 
descent,  often  destroyed  numbers  of  birds 
themselves,  while  the  clothes  of  those  en- 
gaged in  traversing  the  woods  were  completely 
covered  with  their  excrements. 

"The  passenger-pigeon  is  the  swiftest  and 
most  beautiful  of  all  the  pigeon  tribe,"  he 
concludes. 

There  comes  down  to  us  a  description  of 
how,  aj>igeon  flight  being  at  hand,  the  country 
folk  in  Connecticut  would  go  out  and  prepare 
for  it.  ;  "-''■:'■.-.  ■■  :■/.  ■ 

'Our  nets  were  ready  and  our  fiyers  and 
stool-birds  on  the  alert.  What  moments  of 
ecstasy  were  these,  and,  especially  when  the 
head  of  the  flock,  some  red-breasted  old 
father  or  ^grandfather,  caught  sight  of  our 
pigeons,  and,  turning  at  the  call,  drew  the 
whole  train  down  into  our  net!  I  have  often 
seen  a  hundred  or  two  hundred  of  these  splen- 
did birds  come  down  upon  us  with  a  noise  ab- 
solutely deafening,  and/  sweeping  the  air  with 
a  sudden  gust  like  the  breath  of  a  thunder 
Cloud.  Sometimes  our  bushnet,  where  we  lay 
concealed,  was  covered  all  over  with  pigeons 
and  we  dared  not  move  a  finger,  as  their  red, 
piercing  eyes  were  upon  us.  When,  at  last, 
Pigeon    Pol-Pie' "in   "The     Hoo*tfe^^  Puil  of  the  roPe  the  net     was 


the  whole  time,  yel  without  seeing  a 
head  ol  game,  or  firing  a  shot,  except  at  man 
pigeon,  with  which  l  kepi  the  pot  boiling. 
1  aie  in  the  afternoon  oi  the  third  day  !  sud- 
denly emerged  from  the  forest  on  to  a  vast 
rolling  plain,  bounded  behind  me  and  to  my 
left  by  the  forest,  while  to  the  right  and  in 
front  there  was  a  horizon  of  high  mountains. 
Dropping  down  on  the  spot,  and  joyfully  real- 
izing that  here  was  my  shooting  ground,  with 
a  pair  of  strong  prism  binoculars  I  scanned 
the  plain,  feasting  my  eyes  on  countless  herds 
OT  antelope  of  various  kinds— including  zebra, 
...  Grant,  Thompson's  and  KOberts's  gazelle,  two 
varieties  of  hartebeeate,  elanuy  topir  impala, 
and  wildbeeste..  So  numerous,  indeed,  was  the 
game  that,  it  may  here  be  stated  in  anticipa- 
tion, before  1  pitched  camp  there  was  enough 
meat  for  myself  and  all  the  carriers,  and 
amongst  the  heads  one  good  trophy. 

It  was  upon  the  third  day  On  the  plains 
that  1  first  saw  a  rhino.  I  had  been  out  since 
5.  a.m.  without  firing  a  shot,  and  then  about 
1 1 :30  my  gunbearers  drew  my  attention  to  an 
object  about  150  yards  distant.    It  was  a  rhln-

in    question    we    had    experienced    very   heavy 
rain,    as   heavy,    in    fact,    a-,    any    I    have    e. 

seen.  All  this  was  Iq  out  advantage,  as  there 
was  only  a  small  stream  leading  from  the  sea 
into  the  loch,  and  the  sea  trout  did  not  get  up 
unless  there  was  plenty  of  water.  So,  full  61 
hope,  we  had  an  early  breakfast  (not  appre- 
ciated by  the  more  sluggish  members  of  the 
party)  and  started  oft*  on  our  seven-mile  drive 
rt|B~the  loch.  This  particular  piece  of  water 
can  be  fished  equally  well  from  a  boat  or  by 
wading.  On  this  occasion  two  of  the  party 
fished  from  the  boat,  and  the  other  three  (in* 
eluding  myself)  put  on  our  waders  and  made 
for  the  top  end  of  the  loch,  having  arranged 
to  meet,  the-  boat  party  for  lunch  at  a  certain 
time. 

Things  prospered  with  us,  and,  when  the 
time  for  lunCh  arrived,  we  had  between  us  nine 
sea  trout,  averaging  about  2l/2  lb.  each.  We 
had  to  go  nearly  half  a  mile  to  the  rendezvous, 
and,  as  we  had  no  creel  with  us,  we  thought 
it  Would  be  a  good  plan  to  carry  our  fish  on, 
the  door  of  a  prehistoric  hen-house,  which 
we  happened  to  find  lying  on  the  shore.     So 


M1P 


we  started  on.  1  went  first,  carrying  one  end 
of  the  door,  another  man  (let  us  call  him 
Brown)  carried  the  other  end.  Soon  we  had 
io_  xross  a  narrow  dyke  -(not  more  than  two 
feet  across)  leading  into  the  river  which  flows 
into  the  loch.  Ordinarily  this  would  have  been 
quite  shallow,  but  on  this  occasion,  after  the 
heavy  rains,  there  was  a  good  deal  of  water 
in  it.  1  stepped-  safely  across,  but  Brown 
somehow  missed  his  footing  and  stepped  into 
the  dyke,  which  took  him  well  over  the  top 
of  his  waders.  He  naturally  let  go  of  his  end 
of  the  door,  and -our  precious  fish  fell  into  the 
dyke.  As  they  fell  we  managed  to  grab  two, 
but  the  other  seven  disappeared. 

A  scene  of  great  excitement  ensued.  The 
water  in  the  dyke  was  running  fast,  and  we 
made  up  our  minds  that  the  fish  would  float 
down,  and  that  we  must  at  all  costs  stop  them 
before  they  got  into  the  river,  when  they 
would  inevitably  be  carried  away  and  be  seen, 
no  more.  ■  We,  therefore,  rushed  wildly  about 
with  landing  nets  looking  for  the  missing  fish. 
Not.  a  si|n  of  them!  Eventually,  with  sad 
Hearts,  and  two  out  of  our  nine  fish  (and  those 
of  Course  the  smallest)  we  trudged  slowly 
off  to  join  the  others  at  lunch.  They  were  ap- 
parently full  of  sympathy,  but,  at  the  same 
time,  we  could  not  help  suspecting  that  they 
mistrusted  our  story. 

•  After  lunch  the  youngest  member  of  the 
party  volunteered  to  go  back  to  the  dyke,  take 
off  his  clothes,  and  see^if  he  could  feel  the 
fish  lying  at  the  bottom.'  Seeing  that  it  was 
rather  a  cold  day,  in  late  August,  we  felt  that 
his  proposal  was  a  distinctly  sporting  one.  W* 
all  accompanied  him,  and,  to  cut  a  long  story 
short,  he  had  very  quickly  recovered  all  the 
truants.  They  had  all  gone  straight  to  the 
bottom,  and  were  in  no  case  more  than  a 
couple  of  yards  from  the  spot  where  they  had 
fallen  in.  We  were  all  much  surprised,  as 
we  thought  that  a  dead  fish  would  certainly 
float  quite  a  long  distance  in  fast-rM! 
water. — F.  C.  <  ..

"Audubon  noticed  a  continuous  flight  for 
three  days;  the  whole  number  of  birds,  ac- 
cording to  this  calculation,  amounting  to 
1,114,000,000!  As  every  pigeon  consumes 
half  a  pint  of  food  daily,  the  consumption -of 
these,  each  day,  would  be  8,712,000  bushels!" 

Wilson  gives  the  following  graphic  ac- 
count: "The  roosting  places  are  always  in 
the  woods  and  sometimes  occupy  a  large  ex- 
tent of  forest.  When  they  have  frequented 
one  of  those  places  for  some  time,  the  ap- 
pearance it  exhibits  is  surprising.  The  ground 
is  covered  to  the  depth  of  several  inches  with 
their  dung;  all  the  tender  grass  and  underwood 
is  destroyed;  the  surface  strewed  with  large 
limbs  of  trees,  broken  down  by  the  weight  Ol 
the  birds,  collecnitg  one  above  another,  and 
the  trees  themselves,  for  thousands  of  acres, 
killed  as  completely  as  it  girdled  by  the  axe. 
I  iie  marks  of  their  desolation  remain  for  many 
years  on  the  spot,  and  numerous  places  couid 
be  pointed  out  where,  for  .several  years  after, 
scarcely  a  single  vegetable  made  its  appear- 
ance. 

"When  the>e  roosts  are  first     discovered, 

the   inhabitants  from     considerable     distances 

i   them  in   t he  night  with  guns,  clubs,  long 

pole  ,  oi  $ulphiir  and  various  other  en- 
gines of  destruction.  In  a  few  hour  they  will 
fill  many  sacks  and  load  horses  with  them. 
By  the  Indian-  a  pigeon-roost  or  breeding- 
place  is  corv-idered  an  important  source  of  na- 
tional profit  and  dependence  for  that  season, 
and  all  their  active  ingenuity  is  exercised  on 
the  occasion. 

"In  the  Western  countries,  namely  the 
slates  of  Ohio,  Kentucky  and  Indiana,  their 
breeding   places  are   generally   in    backwoods, 


sprung  and  we  were  out  to  secure  our  booty, 
often  fifty,  onetimes  even  a  hundred  birds. 
I  felt  a  fullness  of  triumph  that  words  are 
wholly  inadequate  to  express." 

It  was  the  wanton  killings,  such  as  this, 
that  did  so  much  to  exterminate,  the  pigeon, 
until   today   the  single  specimen  at  Cincinnati 

seems  to    be  -  all   that   is    left    of   the   race!

AT  CLOSE  QUARTERS  WITH  A  RHINO 


It  is  years  since  1  lirst  saw  and  shot  one 

e  remnants  of  prehistoric  time  .  but  even 
now  when  I  gaze  at  his  horn  boldly  protruding 
from  the  wall  Ol  my  ,\c.\\  I  he  thrill  of  the  sen- 
sations comes  back  almost  as  vividly  as  when 
I  first  caught  sight  of  his  slaty  grey  bulk 
against  a  background  of  short  grass,  and  with 
the  thrill  Ihere  is  a  sort  of  feeling  of  rever- 
ence. 

On  this  particular  shooting  trip  in  British 
Africa,  when  I  had  reached  the  !;<>! 
"homa,"  or  post,  where  there  is  a  white  of- 
ficial in  charge,  I  was  told  there  was  much 
better  shooting  three  vlays  further  North. 
Accordingly,  having  procured  a  native  guide, 
I  started  one  morning  early,  and  about  6:30 
a.m.  I  marked  a  few  reed  buck  grazing  in  the 
open  some  500  yards  away  on  a  hill  side. 
There  being  no  cover  between  us,  it  seemed 
a  favorable  opportunity  for  a  lirst  trial  shot, 
which  might  serve  as  a  good  omen  for  the 
•  ix iot  at  large.  Hut  I  missed  by  at  least  30 
yards,  and  can  only  explain  the  foozle  by  the 
fact  that  I  was  shooting  up  hill,  and  the  morn- 
tng  mists  had  not  entirely  cleared. 

bor  three  whole  days  I  marched  through  a 
terribly  thick  forest,  largely  composed  of  pat- 
riarchal juniper   trees,  following  game  tracks 


and  the  surroundings  carefully,  and  selecting  a 
small  bush  distant  perhaps  too  yards,  proceed- 
ed  to  stalk, him  from  behind.  By  patient  knee- 
wo?k  ttte  bush,  which  was  5o  yards  from  the 
sleeping  animal,  was  reached  quite  easily. 
Moving  out  a  few  yards  to  ensure  a  clear  shot, 
,  I  sat  down,  'held  on"  to  where  I  thought  the 
neck  joined  the  shoulder,  and  tired.  Surely 
I  must  have  had  game  fright  very  badly,  for 
I  "pulled  down,"  and  only  hit  him  high  in  the 
leg.  Off  he  went,  away  from  me,  1  am  glad 
to  say,  and  at  what  was  to  me  then  an  astound- 
ing rate.     I  fired  again  as  he  was  going  off,  but 

.  though  I  hit"  him  my  shot  only  made  him  run 
all  the  faster,  and  he  disappeared  over  a  gen- 
tle undulation.  Hollowing  him  upland  get- 
ting down  wind,  I  was  able  to  give  him  another 
.450  bullet,  which  made  him  very  sick;  in  fact, 
in  my  ignorance,  I  thought  he  was  killed.  I 
knew  better  next  time.  .  However,  he  w,ent  off 
and  lay  up  in  some  longish  grass,  so  that 
watching  him  through  the  glasses  I  concluded 
he  was  dying,  but  to  make  sure  decided  to 
leave  him  and  drive  a  dry  watercourse  for 
birds,  a  mile  away  on  the  left.  Here  I  had 
some  excellent  fun  with  the  local  partridge  and 

-  the  spur  fowl.  Presently  1  noticed  that  the 
thorn   trees    which    fringed    the    watercourse 

■...'  vvefe  almost  alive  with  vultures,  and  knowing 
how  well  their  instinct  guides  them  to  a  corpse 
it  now  occurred  to  me  that  my  rhino  must  be 
dead.     Back,    therefore^    1   "tramped   to    his 

.;  whereabouts,  and  getting  down  wind  surmised, 
after  a  good  look  through  the  glasses,  that  he 
is  stone  dead,  until  1  saw  an  ear  twitch. 
Even  then  I  believed  he  was  practically  done 
for.  It  was,  however,  well  to  be  cautious,  and 
1  crawled  on  my  stomach  to  within  30  yards, 
and  then  could -distinctly  see  his  wicked  little 
eyes.  He  was  lying  down  with  his  nose  on 
the  ground,  knees  bent  under,  every  vulner- 
able part  protected  by  his  horn,  there  we 
lay  each  waiting  for  the  other  to  make  the 
first  ■move,  and  while  watching  him  I  must  ad- 
mit I  did  a  lot  of  thinking,  amongst  other 
things  I  wished  1  was  up  a  tree  instead  of  flat 
on  my  stomach  on  the  ground.  He  could  not 
wind  nor  see  me,  but  knew  there  was  some- 
thing wrong;  he  only  wanted  a  sign  to  give 
the  direction  for  his  charge,  and  this  I  knew.. 

After  what  seemed  like  half  an  hour,  but 
was  really  onl)  live  minutes,  the  suspense  was 
terminated  by  .an  accidental  but  obvious 
cough,  from'  my  gunbearer  behind  me.  \\ 
surprising  quickness  the  huge  pachydern  rose 
and  Charged  like  a  stieak  of  lightning.  As  I 
was  using  only  a  single-barrel  gun,  I  knew 
that  il  I  did  not  stop  him  with  the  first  bullei 
he  would  have  me,  but  some  merciful  provi- 
dence held  my  gun  straight,  and  as  he  came 
1  shot  him  through  the  chest  right  into  the 
heart.  I  leaped  to  my  tcet  on  firing,  and  the 
enormous  brute  crumpled  up  almost  at 
feet  and  squealed  like  a  shot  hare.  He  was 
a  very  old  brute,  with  his  horn  very  much 
worn,  and  his  flanks  badly  scarred  from  light- 
ing. 1  have  shot  others  before  and 
a\\A  been  in  more  than  one  tight  corner,  bin 
I  shall  never  forget  those  five  minutes'  wait- 
ing, and  never  did  I  think  so  quickly  as  when 
he  charged.

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Bees —  Their  Keeping  and  Hives' 


si  ITOSE  if  we  ever  attained  to 
the  ideal  in  ai»  department  of 
our  activities,  there  would  he 
sortie  considerable  abatement  o1 
our  interest  in  the  subject.  Since 
we  never  seem  to  come  within  measurable 
reach  ol  it,  our  interest  is  continually  kepi 
alive.  Oi  course,  hardly  two  person  agree 
as  to  what  i$  |n  ideal,  and  it  was  a  visit  to  a 
very  nice  little  apiary  not  fur  from  me  that  sel 
me  wondering  whether  it  is  not  possible  to  ar- 
rive at  some  clear  idea  as  to  what  form  the 
hive  most  suitable  for  all-round  purposes 
should  take.  The  apiary  in  question  was 
made  up  of  hives  of  every  different  kind. 
There,  were  double-waned  ami  stogie-waned, 
hives  on  long  legs  and  short  legs;  pent  roofs 
and  pitch  roofs?  while*  the  sizes  of  fne  body 
boxes  were  as  varied  as  the  number  of  hives. 
The  explanation  of  this  diversity  was  that  the 
bee-keeper  had  picked  the  hives  up  from 
various  sources  from  time  frs-  time. 

Broadly  speaking,  there  are  two  different 
types  of  hive — I  am,  of  course,  referring  to 
frame  hives  only — the  single-walled  and  the 
double-walled.     In  the  single-walled  hive  the 


outer  case  forms  the  brood  chamber  Itself. 
In  this  case,  it  is  usually  built  either  double 
thickness  or  of  very  stout  wood.  The  double- 
wailed  hive,  howgyer,  has  .the  wrier  case  quite 
separate  from  the  brood  chamber  proper,  the 
latter .  being  a  bottomless  box  of  lighter  build 
than  is  usually  considered  necessary  for  the 
Single-walled  form.    ~ 

A  single-walled  hive  certainly  serves  the 
purpose  very  well  and  is  usually  cheaper,  but 
the  advantages  of  the  double-walled  form  ire 
so  great  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its  be- 
ing an  advance  in  constructor^  in  the  first 
place,  the  space  of  an  inch  or  more  between 
the  outer  and  inner  case  forms  the  best  pos- 
sible protection  against  extremes  of  heat  and 
cold.  Being  occupied  by  dead  air,  it  is  much 
less  easily  affected  by  changes  of  ■temperature. 
Secondly,  the  inner  chamber  may  be  turned 
in  either  direction,  so  that  the  frames  may"  be 
at  fight-angles  or  parallel  to  the  entrance. 
Thirdly,:  should  it  ever  become  necessary  to 
shift:  the  bees  into  a  fresh  hive,  as  when,  for 
instance,  the  roof  is  found  to  be  leaking,  and 
no  other  will  fit,  the  inner  box  can  be  trans- 
ferred  bodily  to  the  new   outer  case  without

the  least  disturbance  l"  the  bees.    Another  ad- 
vantage is  that  supers  may   be  more  easily 

handled,    owing   to   the   larger   space   available 

inside  the  outer  case,  and  plenty  of  room  is 
provided  for  wrappings  when  it  Is  necessary 
to  keep  Ihem    pecialiy  warm.    The  next  pom; 
thai  has  to  be  considered  is  the  frame  capacity. 
Fe ■■••   are  made  to  take  less  than  ten  frame 
That   number  is  really   sufficient,   but   it   often 
happens  that   a   queen  will   really   need   more, 
and  some  are  therefore  made  to  take  as  ma 
as  fifteen.     This  makes  the  hive  rather  large- 
and    unwieldy,    however,    and,     personally,    1 
think  a  size  to  take  twelve  frames  is  the  best.  _ 
it  is  better  to  err.  on.  the  larger  side,  however, 
as  a   large  hive  can   always  be     contracted, 
while  a  small  one  cannot  be  enlarged.  Another

With  the  single-walled  hive  they  C( 
lainiy  prevent  rain  from  drifting  into  the 
brood  chamber,  but  with  the  double-walled 
there  is  no  need  for  this  whatever,  and  the 
porch  i  nothing'  but  a  doubtful  ornamentation. 
It  is  important  that  the  alighting  board 
should  be  fairly  broad.  Six  inches  is  not  too 
little,  and  while  it  should  slope  downwards 
sufficiently  to  ensure  that  no  rain  runs  into 
the  brood  chamber,^, should  not  be  too  steep. 
An  additional  board,  Which  forms  a  wide  plat- 
form reaching  to  the  ground,  should  be  pro- 
ved* V:#h1s  may  be  kept  under  the  hive  when 
hot  in 'use,  and  fastened  on  by  means  of  hooks 
•when  the  weather  is  very  rough.  Many  bees 
•are  thus  able  to  crawl  into  the  five*  who  would 
otherwise  perish  from  fatigue  ^and  cold  after 
having  been  blown  on  the  ground, 
f >  An  important  fittifltg.to  the,  f ront  of  »  hi ve^ 
which  is  very,  frequently  omitted,  is  a   pair 


of  sliding  shutters,  by  means  or  which  the  en- 
trance can  be  enlarged  or  contracted,  accord- 
ing to  circumstances.  These  are  very  simply 
fitted  to  any  hive. .  All  that  is  necessary  is.  lo 


times  a  great  nuisance  in  the  hives,  and  this 
leg  prove  a  great  boon,  it  consists  of  an  iron 
foot,  splayed  OUl  and  turned  up  at  the  bot- 
tom, SO  as  to  form  a  cup.  This  cup  Is  filled 
■  ith  paraffin  in  the  Summer  months,  and  en- 
tirely prevents  the  entrance  of  ants. 

The  inner  fittings  ot  a  hive  are  of  even 
more  importance,  from  the  view  ot  sale 
and  convenient  management,  than  the  outer 
one  .  While  brood  chambers  should  always 
be  of  plain  unpainted  wood,  the  parts  upon 
which  the  frames  rest,  should  be  fitted  with 
metal  runners,  as  these  make  it  impossible  for 
the  bees  to  stick  the  frames  down  firmly,  and 
they  are  thus  easy  of  removal  when  necessary. 
A' dummy  board,  fitting  easily,  but  close  up  to 
tie  Sides  and  bottom,  should  be  provided  to 
every  brood  chamber,  $0  that  the  hive  may  be 
contracted  when  necessary.  Surplus  chambers 
of  shallow  frames  should  be  of  the  same  size, 
except  as  to  depth,  as  the  brood  chambers. 
There  is  then  no  difficulty  about  making  them 
fit  closely  in*  the  Spring,  when  it  is  important 
that  there  should  be  no  loss  of  heat.  The 
same  remark  applies  to  section  racks,  which 
are  best  made  to  take  twenty-one  sections,  the 


extra  space  neing  occupied  Dy  springs  fitted 
upon  blocks  to  hold  the  sections  'firmly  in 
position,.  - 
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matter  of  taste,  the  pitch  roof  being  most  in 
favor*  AJ  the  same  time,  I  am  inclined  to 
think  that  the  pen  roof  has  something  to  be 
said  for  it  Its  plain  broad  surface  throws, 
the  rain  well  off  at  the  back  of  the  hive,  and, 
should  it  develop  leaks,  it  is  a  very  simple 
majter  to  cover  it  with  a  sheet  of  zinc  or 
other  waterproof  covering. 

The  length  pf  the  legs  is  not,  perhaps,  Va 
very  serious  matter.  There  must.be  sufficient" 
space  beneath,  the  hive  to  allow  of  a  good  cir- 
culation of  air,  but  if  the  hives  are  exposed 
there  is  no  small  danger,  with  very  long  legs, 
'of  its  'being  blown  completely  over.  Some 
people  dispense^with  legs  altogether*  and  ar- 
range a  stand  about  a  foot  or  more  high,  con- 
sisting of  uprights  and  a  pair  of  cross  rails 
several    feet    in    length.        The    hive   can    be 

od  on  these  and  shifted  from  side  to  side 
with-  the  greatest  case.  TJie  rails  also  form 
a  convenient   platform   upon   which   to  stand 

^ers,  or  any  articles  used  in  manipulation.

nail  two  smajl  blocks  of  wood  on  the  front  of 
the  hive,  at  equal  distances  from  the  end,  and 
just  above  the  doorway.;  The  blocks  should 
be  about  half  an  inch  thick,  and  upon  them 
should  be  tacked  a  strip  of  thin  wood  the  same 
width,  so  arranged  as  to  extend  below  the 
block's  and  nearly  to  the  alightihg  board,  this 
forms  a  tunnel,  in  which  two  pieces  of  wood 
can  slide  right  across  tlie  front  of  .the  hive. 
Roofs  should  be  fitted  with  a  ventilating 
arrangement  of  some  kind.  This  usually  takes 
the  form  of  a  round  hole  in  the  side  covered 
with  perforated  zinc.  A  very  good  plan  is  to 
fit.  them  with  cone  "super  clearers,"  so  that 
any  bees  which  may- get  shut  in  the  roof  after 
a  manipulation  can  find  their  way  out,  but 
care  must  he  taken  to  see  that  the  springs, 
are  so  arranged  that  robbers  and  wasps  can-4 
not  get  in. 

Where  hives  stand  on  legs,  they  arc  some- 
times fitted  with  ani-proMi  shoes.  .  Where 
these,  insects  are  yverv  common,  they  are  some- 


-  A  concluding  item  is  the  quilt,  or  cover* 
ing,  to  the  frames.  This  should  be  made  of 
calico,  and  should  be  sixteen  inches  square,  so 
that  it  covers  all  the  frames  nicely,  and  lies 
flat  upon  them.  It  should  have  a  hole  cut  in 
the  centre  to  admit  of  feeding  when  necessary, 
-the  piece  cut  out  being  left  attached  by  one 
side  so  that  it  can  be  replaced  in  position  when 
not  feeding.  Upon  this  there  should  be  at 
least  two  other  quilts,  which  should  be  made 
of  some  thick  porous  material.  Felt,  carpet, 
sacking,  or  any  coarse  kind  of  cloth  is  suit- 
able, These  are  quite  sufficient  for  Summer 
work,  and  for  Winter  it  is  best  to  have  a  bag 
filled  with  chaff  or  sawdust,  and  sewn  up  to 
form  a  cushion.  One  of  these  packed  on  top 
of  the  hive  prevents  the  escape  of  heat  and 
the  penetration  of  damp  should  the  roof  not 
fulfil  its"  mission  of  keeping  out  the  wet. —

"Jack  and  dill" 
is  supposed  to  refer  to  the  complete  amalga- 
mation between  Saxons  and  Normans,  while 
"Humpty-l)umpt\"  is  said  to  have  been  a  bold, 
bad  baron  in  the  time  of  King  John.  The 
"Babes  in  the  Wood"  had  their  origin  in  an 
actual  crime  ^committed  in  the  fifteenth  cen- 
tury, and  the  story  may  be  seen  carved  on  a 
mantelpiece  of  an  ancient  house  in  Norfolk. 

"Little  Bo-Beep'"  was  not  a  maiden,  but  a 
holy  friar  who  in  Anglo-Saxon  days  went 
round  collecting  for  the  monaste  The 

•'sheep"  referred  lo'  the  congregation^  and 
their  "tails,"  to  the  contributions  they  would 
bring  in   with   them. 

"The  House  Thkt  Jack  Built"  was  an 
adaptation  pi  a  Chaldee  hymn,  symbolizing 
in  the  history  of  the  Hebrew  nation; 
while,  according  to  The  Observer,  a  romantic 
attaches  to  "Little  .lack  Homer,"  who 
was  steward  to  the  Abbot  oi  GiaStOBDUfy.  The 
latter  wished  id  appease    King    Henry  yiii., 

who  was  indignant  because  the  monks  had 
built  a  kitchen  which  he  could  not  burn  down. 
The  ahboi  accordingly  dispatched  Jack  Homer 
with  a  specially  templing  looking  pie,  which 
was  filled  inside  with  the  title-deed-  oi  twelve 
monasteries,  as  a  present  to  the  King,  ".lack 
Horner''  slyly  extracted  one  ^\ced,  which  a  as 
that  referring  to  the  Manor  of  Welis,  and  on 
his  return  to  '  ilastonbury  he  informed  the  ah- 
boi that  the  deed  had  been  given  to  him  by 
the  King.  The  rhyme  was  founded  on  this 
incident,  the  "plum''  Which  he  abstracted  being 
the  title-deed  of  Welb. 

"Equally  interesting  is  the  story  of  "Mary 
Had  a  Little  Lamb,"  some  of  the  verses  of 
which,  it  may  surprise  our  readers  to  learn, 
were  written  by  a  schoolboy  named  John  Roll- 
ion,  w  ho  attended  the  same  school  at  Massa- 
chusetts to  Which  "Mary"  went  with  her  little 
pet.  A  long  time  afterwards  the  poem  was 
cornpleted  by  Mrs.  Sarah  Hall,  a  well-known 
author.  At  a  fair  at  Boston  many  years  ago 
a  stocking  knitted  from  the  woven  fleece  of 
the  famous  lamb  was  ravelled  out,  and  pieces 
were  sold  with  the  autograph  of  "Mary,"  then 
an  aged  lady,  attached,  and  so  great  was  the 
demand  that  over  £30  was  raised  from  the 
stocking  for  the  funds  of  the  Old  South 
Church.

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Camping  Expedition  in  Early  Days 


Y  the  courtesy  ot  Major"  Dupont 
w  e  are  able  to  publish  the  follow- 
ing narrative  of  a  camping  expe- 

i  dition  from  Victoria  to  Sooke  Ha. 


writ  ten  in  August,  1878,  by  Mrs. 
Alfred  Fellows,  ><  ell-known  to  "old-timers"  on 
the  coast. 

August,   1878. 
W  e  have  just  returned  from  a  camping  ex- 
pedition, and  as  1  think. you  will  like  to  hear 
TTjfcjout  it  I  will  write  this  time  instead  of  a  reg- 
ular letter  a  narrative  of  the  last  ten  days' 
experience. 

On  Saturday,  August  3rd,  we  breakfasted 
at  7:30,  and  repaired  to  the  boat-house  imme- 
diately after,  where  the  gentlemen  of  our 
party  were  busily  employed  in -stowing  our 
goods  and  chattels  in  the  boat  which  was  to 
convey  us  to  Sooks,  our  chosen  camping 
ground.  We  hoped  to  arrive  there  the  same 
day,  but  that  all  depended  on  wind  and  tide, 
and  we  agreed  that  we  would  not  take  it 
amiss  if  we  should  hav^  to  camp  one  day  on 
the  way.  The  distance  by  wafer  is  about 
twenty-five  miles. 

There  were  six  of  us — Mr.  Dupont,    the 
owner  or  tne  ooat  and  captain  ot  tne  expedi- 
tion,  Mr.  Burnes,  a  most  able  sailor,  and  capi- 
tal young  fellow  in  every  respect,  Alfred,  Miss 
JDupont,  Jane  and  mysettV-  1-  have  forgotten- 
the  two  Chinamen,  Heng  and  Sam.    A  day  Or 
two  before  starting  when  1  mentioned  to  Heng 
the  time  fixed  for  our  departure  he  said  "Mees 
Fellow,  I  scare  'em,"  and  when  1  enquired 
why  he  expected  to  be  frightened  he  said,  "I 
no  sleep  outside,  all  dark,  1  scare  'em."     it 
was  a  great  relief  to  hear  that  he  was  to  have 
a    companion    in    Mr.  Dupont's    out-of-door 
man,  Sam.    The  weather  was  glorious  for  us, 
a  light  breeze  carried  us  along- merrily,  and 
when  we  were  able  to  sail  a  long  time  on  the 
same  tack  I  read  aloud  the  play  of  'Sweet- 
hearts," and  so  the  first  few  hours  passed. 
About  one  o'clock  we  put  into  Perry  Bay,  and 
scrambled  over  the  -rocks  by  way  of  a  change 
and  then  on  again,  taking  as  we  went  a  little 
lunch.     We  all  believed  that  we  should  reach 
Sooke  that  evening,  and  be  spared  the  trouble 
of  pitching  the  tents  on  the  way,  but  outside 
Race  Rocks  we  came  right  into  the  midst  of 
the  tide  rips  and  there  we  pitched  and  tossed,, 
and  could  hardly  make  way  at  all.    Jane  and 
I  learnt  a  good  many  nautical  expressions,  for 
our  captain  and   boatswain  had  -mudh  to  do 
and  many  orders  were  given,  and  it  was  a 
lively  t^Pr|^a»- to  dodge  under  the  boom   . 
of  the  sail  wheti  she  put  about  and  went  on 
another  tack.    At  2 :30  we  were  still  not  more 
than  half  way,  and  were  just  outside  Beachy 
Bay;  there  was  no  harbor  between  that  and 
Sooke,  so  it  was  decided  we  must  give  -up  the 
thought  of  making  it  that  night,  and  must  take 
the   prudent  course  of  running  into  the  bay 
that  was  at  hand.     This,  however,  proved  no 
easy  matter  to  do  for  the  wind  had  freshened, 
and  that  and  the  tide  Were  strong  against  us. 
When  we  got  into  still  water  we  heard    the 
sound  of  voices  and  splashing  of  paddles  be- 
hind us,  and  presently  there  came  in  sight  a 
large  canoe  of  Indians.     Mr.  Dupont  got,  ready 
his  revolver,  but  when  they  came  nearer  we 
found   them  disposed  to  be  friendly,   and  we 
had  a  little  conversation  in  Chinook  about  the 
best  time  for  catching  salmon.     There  was  a 
long,  low  building  on  the  shore,  and  this  was 
the   rancherie,    and   they   were   on   their   way 
there.      As  soon   as  we  came   to  a  tolerably 
level  piece  of  ground  we  landed,  but  we  had 
to  climb  a  steep   bank,    and   what  was  much 
worse  all  our  camp  equipage  had  to  be  car- 
ried up.     Heng  took  the  hatchet  and  made  a 
little    trail    up   from    the    beach,    Sam    cleared 
ground  for  the  tents  under  our  orders,  and,  of 
course,  there  was  not  an  idle  one  among  us. 
There  was  abundance  of  wood  for  fuel,  and  a 
lire  was  soon  made  for  cooking.     Heng  pre- 
pared the  chops  and   p  and   tea,   while 
we  spread  our  mattresses  and  blankets  in  our 
tent,  and  then  we  ate  and  drank  at  our  leisure, 
prolonging  the  meal  until  dark.     Mr.  Dupont 
had   not  forgotten   one  single  thing  that  was 
essential    to    our   comfort,    and    his   Canadian 
experience  was  invaluable,  for  he  knew  exact- 
ly the  right  way  of  doing  everything.    Before 
retiring  for   the   night  he  always  mixed   some 
whiskey  punch,  which  he  said  was  the  correct 
thing  in  camp,  and  we  took  his  word  for  it, 
and    even    Jane    drank    her   portion.      There 
ii"  need  for  early  rising  the  next  Jay  as 
it  was  Sunday,  and  we  had  agreed  to  remain 
there  until  Monday.      Thai  da)    was  quite  un- 
eventful,  we   strolled   and   chatted   and   read, 

I  at  M  o'clock  met  together  on  the  beai 
put  up  the  flag  on  a  staff  just  mi  for  the 
purpose,  .oiJ  had  morning  .service.  After  din- 
ner we  had  a  sail  in  the  harbor,  and  enjoyed 
the  beauties  oi  our  lurroundingSi  We  «veni 
near  the  rancherie  and  saw  the  burial  ground 
with  its  man>  little  flags  waving,  had  a  word 
with  the  Indian  who  had  Visited  US  the  day 
before,  coming  to  our  dining  place  and  stand- 
Pi  Ing  mute  like  an  apparition,  then  passing  on 
LI  to  the  kitchen  where  he  seemed  .still  more  hist 
P|  in  wonder  and  admiration.  When  the  moon 
had  risen  and  it  was  near  tea  time,  we  gathered 
about  the  camp  tire  and    sang     hymns     (Mr. 
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hut  no  one  came  except  Mrs.  Dupont,  who  was 
driven  by  Mr.  Boyle.  They  arrived  when 
Alfred  was  just  finishing  a  sketch  of  the  camp 
tor  Miss  Dupont;  we  ladies  were  on  the  beach. 
Mrs.  Machell  and  Miss  Dupont  had  been  bath- 
ing. We  were  glad  to  get  newspapers  and 
hear  all  that  had  happened,  and  the  additions 
■r"\to  our  larder  were  very  acceptable  of  chickens, 
tongue  and  vegetables.  Two  consecutive  even- 
ings we  had  a  lovely  sail  by  moonlight;  when 
we  came  back  the  Chinamen  had  gone  to  bed, 
but  there  were  all  the.  materials  and  glasses 
ready  for  our  toddy,  and  there  by  the  camp  fire 
we  drank  it,  seated  on  the  buffalo-robe,  and 
looking  out  inte'tlift.^cf^ijghii'  They  were 
gtorious  days  and  nights— we  were  all  happy 
with  one  another;  en  joyed  the fresh  air  and 
freedom  as  much  as  if  we  had  been  children, 
and  with,  our  fine  appetites  each  meal  was  a 
new  pleasure. 

Saturday,  the  lOth  of  August,  was  the  day 
on  which  grouse  shooting  ahd  deer  hunting 
commenced.  Mr.  Dupont  and  Mr.  Burnes  were 
off  in  the  woods*by  four  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  by  breakfast  time  they  were  home  again, 
but  they  had  had  no  sport  This  was  doubly 
unlucky,  tor  we  began  to  want  supplies.  A  lit- 
tie  later  Captain  Machell  sent  his  ilttle  boy  to 
our  camp  with  two  brace  of  grouse  and  a 
-  haunch  of  venison.  — — — -*-+—— 


Burnes  had  a  special  fancy  for  hymns  with  ft 
chorus),  finished  with  the  regulation  potation 
and  then  withdrew  to  our  tents.  In  the  morn- 
ing the  rain  was  pattering  on  the  tents,  but  not- 
withstanding that,  we  got  up  early,  prepared 
to  carry  out  our  programme  of  making  an 
early  start.  I  was- troubled  with  rheumatism, 
and  the  prospect  seemed  very  gloomy,  for  a 
literal  wet  blanket  is  not  a  comfortable  thing. 
We  stowed  away  the  bedding  and  breakfasted 
in  our  tent,  trying  to  be  jolly  under  the  circum- 
stances, but  the  rain  persisted,  and  the  wind 
now  and  then  gave  an  ominous  howl  through 
the  forest  trees— the  packing  was  continued 
while  we  ladies  remained  under  shelter.  The 
gentlemen  carried  load  after  load  down  to  the 
boat  and  came  back  with  dripping  coats  and 
hats;  the  Chinamen  went  on  board  and  cov- 
ered themselves  with  the  sails;  and  then,'  the 
work  being  all  done,  it  was. proposed  that  we 
shoukffill  up  the  time  of  waiting  for  the  rain  to 
clear  off  by  my  reading  aloud,  so  we  went  on 
with  "-Sweethearts/'  and  I  stopped  suddenly. 
for  it  seemed  to  me  that  there  was  a  lull  in  the 
rain  and  that  must  be  taken  advantage  of.  We 
made  haste  to  take  down  the  several  tents  and 
go  on  board  the  boat,  and  then  a  little  poling 
and  a  little  rowing  brought  us  out  of  the  harbor. 
But  things  were  worse  for  us  than  we  had  ex- 
pected, head  wind,  tide  rips  and  current  all 
fighting  against  us — how  cold  it  was  when  the 
rain  c.'me  down  arid  the  wind  blew,  and  how 
We  huddled  together  in  the  bottom  of  the  boat! 
After  more  than  an  hour  of  this,  our  captain 
gave  the  order  for  us  to  turn  back,  and  then 
we  fan  before  the  wind  into  Beachy  Bay,  not, 
however,  quite  to  the  old  camping  ground,  for" 
we  remained  on  the  beach  to  save  trouble  in 
loading  and.  unloading,  and  there  our  tents 
were  pitched  on  the  evenest  ground  we  could 
find.  Alfred  made  a  glorious  fire;  a  great  log 
which  was  almost  a  whole  pine  tree  served  as 
the  back  log;  it  would  have  lasted  us  during  the 
whole  of  our  camping,  had  we  stayed  there.  1 
was  much  troubled  with  rheumatism,  and  alto- 
gether out  of  sorts,  and  the  comforts  of  home 
arrayed  themselves  before  my  mind's  e  irid 
almost  made  me  think  that  I  had  done  a  foolish, 
thing  in-  wilfully  abandoning  them,  Every 
now  and  then  the  rain  came  in  a  heavy  shower, 
iiging  us  all  to  take  refuge  in  our  tents;  but 
the  afternoon  was  bright,  our  camp  had  a  more 
cheerful  look,  Mr.  Dupont  and  Mr.  Burnes 
played  euchre  while  the  resi  Ot  us  looked  on. 

Finding  that  our  kegs  of  water  were  getting 

low,  the  gentlemen  started  in  the  boat  tor  the 

rancherie  to  get  them  refilled.     Alfred  staved 

Mi  me  and   Miss  Dumont  and  Jane  went  in 

the  boat      When  they  returned  it  was  late,  and 

could  barely  see  to  have  our  tea.  Mr.  l)n- 
pont  advised  us  to  give  up  sleeping  in  meets 
and  lie  between  the  blankets  on  account  of  the 
damp.  We  took  his  advice  and  from  that  time 
nv  rheumatism  became  better.  The  next 
morning  was  a.  tine  as  any  one  Could  desire:  we 
were  all  cheerful  and  lively  in  camp,  very  brisk 
with  our  packing  and  re         I       an  cub.   start. 

Such  a  contrast  to  the  previous  Jay — sun- 
shine, fair  wind,  and  no  tide  rips  to  speak 
We  tioih  ilmon,    lane  being  the  fishe 

man.    She  caught  one  line  fish  and  hooked  Iv  o 
more,  bul  the)  escaped  in  the  landing.    The 

oi  Mr.  Burn<  i  ap,  ■  hich  tell  overboard, 
and  a  large  empty  packing  ease  which  we  used 
a  a  landing  stage,  proved  exciting  adventure  . 
we  managed  to  re-capture  them  both.  Sooke 
Harbor  looked  its  loveliest  as  we  sailed  up  it; 
we  u>ed  an  opera  glass  and  Jane  discovered  by 
i!  means  signs  oi  civilization  which  we  had  not 
expected  to  see — a  Rob  Roy  canoe  and  a  gen- 
tleman in  it  with  a  white  shirt  on.  This  ex- 
cited much  surprise.  Allied  asked  for  the 
glass,  and  at  once  Jeclared  that  he  saw  nothing 
but  a  crane  standing  upon  a  log  in  the  water. 

About  noon  we  anchored  in  the  inner  har- 
bor; Mr.  Dupont  jumped  on  shore  to  ask  pcr- 
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mission  of  Mr.  Switrer  for  us  to  camp  on  his 
land.     This  was  readily  granted,  and  then  the 
work    of    unloading    began.     Some    Victoria 
friends  (Captain  and  Mrs.  Machell)  happened 
to  be  slaying  at  the  Switrers',  and  Mrs.  Macheil 
was  the  first  person  to  welcome    us    as    we 
stepped  on  shore.     My  mind  was  much  set  on 
luncheon,  so  we  ladies  prepared  it,  and  then 
we  made  a  grand  meal.     We  had  brought  a 
small  barrel  of  beer,   but  had  refrained  from 
lapping  it  until  we  came  to  our  abiding  place; 
now  there  was  no  cause  for  further  delay,  so 
we  soon  had  a  foaming  jug.  ■  The  tent  pitching 
afterwards  was  hard  work  for  the  gentlemen; 
but  bet  ore  that  even,  a  good  deal  of  clearing 
had  to  be  done,  brush  and  underwood  to  be  cut 
down,  deaJ  pine  branches  to  be  removed  and 
numerous  small  roots  to  be  got  out  of  the  way, 
which   would   have  tripped  us  up  constantly. 
The  ladies'  tent  W35  2D  \   fO  feet"]  J  was  quite 
a  labor  to  pitch  it  securely.     It  was  very  im- 
irtant  to  have  a  convenient  site  for  the  kit- 
chen, hut  this  was  found,  and  in  a  wonderfully 
short  lime  Heng  and  Sam  had  their  tire-place 
arranged,  their  cooking  utensils  neatly  placed, 
and   the   box   that  had   served   as  our   landing 
itage  now  came  into  use  as  a  cupboard' for  the 
crockery,  glass,  etc.     Now  lor  the  first  time  we 
had  our  meals  spread  on  a  real  table,  and  ihe 
only  thing  we  had  to  Complain  of  was  that  our 
tea  and  other  things  got  cold 'so  soon,  but  that 
was  remedieJ  afterwards  by  good  management 
The  Chinamen   had  a   little  sleeping  lent,  and 
we  thought  they  would  be  Derfectl}  happy,  but 
aftei   the  first  night  we  remarked  that  Heng 
had  a  faded!,  worn  look,  as  if  he  had  not  Slept, 
and  this  was  the  ease.      The  Jay -before   Heng 
had   come  across  the  graves  ot   some   Indians 
(rough  boxes  with  some  bones  in  them  and  tiie. 
remains  of  an  old  gun  and   what   might   once 
have  been  blankets).     He  did  not  like  it  at  all, 
and  i.iu  ,r.' ay  from  the  spot.  According  to  him, 
in  the  night  the  "dehbel"  came  to  him  in  the 
form    ot    the    Indian    and    sat    Upon    him.      He 
called  Sam,  and  they  lighted  a  candle  and  then 
tiie  "dehbel"  went  away — but   Hen.!;  quite  ex- 
pected that  he  had  not  seen  the  last  oi  him,  so 
lie  said  next  time  he  Would  lake  a  gun  in   his 
lent  and  shoot  "debbel."     We  were  all  horri- 
fied at  the  idea  of  Deng's  having  lire  arms  to 
use  in  the  dead  of  night,  50  no  one  woulJ  put  a 
gun  at  his  disposal.     He  told  me  the  next  day 
that  he  had  taken  a  knife  to  tight  the  "dehbel,''' 
but  he  no  come  any  more. 

We  rather  expected  some  visitors  from 
town  to  spend  one  night  at  our  camp,  and  an 
extra  tent  was  taken  for  their  accommodation, 


We  were  all  anxious  to  go  up  the  Sooke 
river,  but  this  could  not  be  done  without  a 
canoe,  so  we  sailed  down  the  harbor  in  the 
afternoon  to  Mr.  Muir's  saw  mill  to  make  en- 
quiries about  the  Indians.  Mrs.-  Dupont  found 
some  difficulty  in  descending  a  steep  ladder  to 
get  into  the  boat  from  Muir's  wharf.  Alfred 
was  helping  her;  she  accidentally  knocked  off 
his  hat,  which  fell  into  the  water.  Thinking  it 
was  one  of  her  own  belongings,  she  said 
earnestly,  "Never  mind,  it  does  not  matter  at 
all,  Mr.  Fellows !"  and  kept  repeating  this,  to 
our  great  amusement.  We  managed  to  get  the 
promise  of  a  canoe  from  an  Indian  called 
Charlie;  he- was  to  bring  it  up  early  on  Monday 
nioriM 

I  have  omitted  to  mention  our  expedition 
of  the  previous  day  when  we  had  a  long  sail, 
then  landed,  and  left  our  jackets  on  the  shore 
and  walked  through  the  woods  to  a  lake  for 
fishing.  When  about  to  re-embark,  of  course 
we  picked  up  our  jackets;  mine  had  been  laid 
with  Alfred's  coal,  and  behold!  they  were  both 
covered  with  mud  and  very  moist.  Ihe  ex- 
planation was  not  difficult:  a  seal  had  be^n 
lying  on  them  during  our  absence  and  had  not 
troubled  to  wipe  its  feet  first.  We  saw  one  or 
two  bobbing  their  heads  up  and  down  in  the 
water,  and  our  gentlemen  would  have  fired 
ha  J  they  been  able  to  get  a  good  shot.  1  was 
flad  they  could  not,  for  the  black  heads  ot  the 
tls  had  such  a  human  look.  Well,  hence- 
forth my  old  cloth  jacket  will  be  dignilied  by 
the  name  of  the  seal  skin! 

I  m  Sunday  morning  Alfred  left  us  to  re- 
turn to  Victoria;  he  walked  the  whole  distance 
without  slopping  tor  a  rest,  some  twenty-three 
miles,  and  after  dining  at  Mr.  Lowenberg's,  he 
went  to  see  Ihe  Ro  COCS  in  the  evening. 

We  sat  in  our  tent  during  the  morning,  and 
I  read  some  oi  kehle  aloud;  in  the  afternoon 
we.  had  a  long  discussion  on  the  subject  of  Nun- 
employment,  and  after  dinner  Mr.  Dupont, 
Jane  and  I  walkeJ  through  the  woods  to  the  In- 
dian village,  and  in  Coming  back  had  a  narrow 
e  >.\yc  of  being  struck  by  a  bullet,  which 
whizzed  past  within  a  couple  of  feet  of  us.  1 
do  not  know  whether  Mr.  Switrers  boys  took 
US  loi  deer  and  aimed  at  us,  or  whether  they 
were  merely  discharging  their  rifles.  Before 
we  set  out  I,  being  the  only  lady  in  the  camp  at 
the  time,  thought  I  would  set  to  work  at  fold-' 
ing  up  the  blankets,  which  w.ere  always  laid 
out  on  the  grass  in  the  sun  in  the  morning,  and 
brought  in  before  the  dew  fell,  so  I  went  to 
the  kitchen  to  get  Sam  to  help  me.  He  was

Affection  of  Two  Queens 

It  was  at  the  old  palace  at  Laeken  that 
the  late  Queen  Victoria  met  Queen  Alexandra 
for  the  first  time.  The  meeting  had  been  ra- 
ther artfully  arranged  by  that  wily  old  mon- 
arch the  late  King  Leopold  of  the  Belgians, 
who  was  bent  upon  an  alliance  between  the 
Royal  houses  of  Great  Britain  and  Denmark. 

The  old  Queen  was  overjoyed  at  her  meet- 
ing with  her  future  daughter-in-law,  and  sub- 
sequently wrote  "Mix  is  charming;  she  is  a 
most  beautiful  girl,  and  I  think  Bertie  is  most 
fortunate  in  his  choice.  Her  modest,  yet  self- 
possessed  demeanor  must  impress  all  with 
whom  she  comes  into  contact.  1  am  greatly 
pleased  with  her." 

A  "warm  friendship  was  at  once  struck  up 
between  the  two  Queens,  and  this  lasted  until 
the  old  Queen  died.     One  of  the  first  duti< 
of  Queen  Victoria  when  she  returned  from  her 
meeting  with  'the  net  of  Denmark",  was  to  send 
for  Lord  Palrnerslon,  then  her  Prime  Ministei, 
and   to  tell   him  all  that  had   passed  between 
them,  and  to  emphasise  her  belie)  in  the  fact 
that  not  only  was  the  Heir  Apparent  about  to 
marry  the  girl  of  his    choice,     but .  one   who 
would   fully  justify  in  every   respect  the   high 
position  she  was  one  day  to  fill.     Lord  Palmci- 
stou's  retort  to  Mr.  Newdigate  in  Hie  House  ol 
Commons  when   a   special  vote  101    the  future 
maintenance  ol  the  Prince  and  the  future  PrinV 
cess  ol  Wales,  may  well  be  recalled.     He  said, 
in  tones  ol   scathing  satire  thai  will  never  be 
forgotten:    "When  iiei  Majesty's  Government 
considered  if  their  duty  to  select  a  Consort  foi 
His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  pi  Wales,  cer- 
tain conditions  were  laid  down  as  indispens- 
able.    She  must  be  handsome;  she  must   bt 
well  enough!  up;  and  finally,  she  must  be  a 
Protestant     These    conditions    have  ail  been 
observed." 

Immediately  upon  the  conclusion  o|  hei 
honeymoon,  nine  days  all  told,  Queeri  Alexan- 
dra proceeded  to  Osborne  to  stay  with  the  ;t-'- 
cenily  widowed  Queen.  The  friendship  <i 
which  the  foundation  had  bepn  so  firmly  laid 
in  the  castle  at  i.acken  /u  more  .than  ccrnent* 
r.t.  From  the  Rrs1  few  days  that  they  spent 
together  Queen  Victoria  became  more  con- 
vinced than  ever  thai  Queen  Alexandra  was 
amply  qualified  to  lake  her  place  at  the  head 
dt  the  Stale,  and  was  therefore  ettly  too  glad 
to  be  able  to  retire  into  her  self-imposed  isola- 
tion alter  the  death  ol  the  Prince  Consort. 

The  first  ordeal  of  magnitude  throtigh 
which  the  young  princess  had  to  pass  was  the 
reception  that  was  given  by  the  Prince  and 
-her^ell  at  Marlborough  House  011  March  20th, 
1868,  when  something  like  three  thousand 
people  passed  before  her.  The  huge  crinolines 
that  were  worn  on  this  occasion  caused  con- 
siderable difficulty  to  the  Court  officials  on 
duty,  who  were  hardly  able  to  get  the  ladies 
along  through  the  somewhat  narrow  passages 
and  doorways  of  St.  James's  Palace.  Indeed, 
so  great  was  the  embarrassment  on  this  occa- 
sion, that  it  was  solemnly  proposed,  and  dis- 


ihe  late  King  .Edward  was  sei**I  with  his  seri- 
ous ilirkss,  It  wis  Princess  Alice,  my  very 
dearest  daughter,*'  as  Queen  Victoria  subse- 
quently described '  ter,  who  MSteqed :>»"  iwr 
side  and  fought  with  her  iyght  and  day  for 
the  precibus  life  that  nung  in  the  balance  for. 

so  long. 

Another  of   Her   Majesty's   firmest  friends 
from  the  day  that  they  first  met  was  the  late 
Princess  Mary  of  Cambridge,  afterwards  Duch- 
ess of  Teck  and  mother  of  the  present  Queen. 
Until  Queen  Alexandra  carrfe  to  these  shores 
she  had  been  recognized  on  all  hands  as  the 
beauty  of  the  Royal  family,  but  she  was  only 
too  willing  to  yield  her  pride  of  place  to  the 
Princess  of  Wales.     Little  did  her  Royal  High- 
ness Princess  Mary   realize  in   those  days  trfgp 
she  was  herself  destined  to  be  the  mother   of 
an   English  Queen  Consort.

South  Africa  owns  its  own  railways,  but  does  not 
get  on  with  its  men  better  than  the  railway  com- 
panies.

Sir  James  Whitney,  the  Premier  of  Ontario,  is 
very  ill  in  New  York.  He  is  seventy  years  old  and  is 
suffering  from  disease  of  the  heart.  He  is  a  good  man 
and  has  served  his  province  well. 


Parliament  will  open  at  Ottawa  on  Thursday,  and 
members  are  gathering  from  all  parts  of  Canada  to  be 
present,  while  ministers -are  hard  at  work  preparing 
the  measures  to  be  laid  before  the  House. 


The  news  from  Mexico  shows  that,  while  there  is 
much  suffering  among  women  and  children  where 
battles  have  been  fought,  there  is  no  important  change 
in  the  state  of  affairs.  Huerta  still  rules,  but  General 
Villa  is   victorious   in   the   North. 


It  is  reported  from  England  that  Hon.  Winston 
Churchill,  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  says  that  Great 
Britain  must  spend  on  the  navy,  not  only  the  sum  in- 
tended, hut  the  $3  5,000,000  expected  from  Canada, 
and  that  the  New  Zealand  will  be  sent  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean. 


Sir  Donald  Mann,  vice-president  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  Pacific  Railway,  has  paid  a  visit  to  Van- 
couver and  Victoria.  He  said  at  Vancouver  that  the 
road  would  be  finished  in  September,  that  the  Paci- 
lie  terminals  would  be  at  False  Creek  in  Vancouver 
and  that  the  road  would  enter  the  city  by  a  three- 
mile  tunnel.

Joseph  Chamberlain  has  resigned  his  seat  in  the 
House  of  Commons  in  order  that  a  young  and  strong 
man  may  take  his  place  as  representative  of  the  great 
city  of  Birmingham.  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  been  a  rep- 
resentative of  that  city  for  thirty-five  years.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  to  see  that  Great  Britain  with  its  col- 
onies in  all  parts  of  the  world  was  the  greatest  em- 
pire the  world  had  ever  seen.  He  taught  that  the 
self-governing  countries,  Canada,  Australia,  New 
Zealand  and  South  Africa,  should  form  a  great  and 
close  union,  working  together  for  the  good  of  the 
world.  He  quarreled  with  his  leader  and  friend, 
Hon.  W.  E.  Gladstone,  when  he  asked  the  British  Par- 
liament to  give  Ireland  Home  Rule,  ^  he  and  his 
followers  united  with  the  Conservatives  to  form  the 
Unionist  party.  Mr.  Chamberlain  believed  that  all  the 
British  nations  should  trade  with  each  other  and 
place  duties  on  products  from  other  countries.  This 
he  and  other  Tariff  Reformers  have  not  been  able  to 
persuade  the  British  people  to  consent  tQ.  It  is  eight 
years  since  Mr,  Chamberlain,, was  stricken  with  illness, 
and  he  has  only  once  appeared  in  Parliament  since. 
Now,  though  not  worse,  than  usual,  he  has  become 
convinced  that  he  must  give  up  public  work.     His

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  who 
have  votes  will  go  to  the  polls,  and  that  the  very  best 
men  will  be  elected  for  mayor  and  aldermen.  There 
is  much  city  work  that  must  be  finished,  and  this 
ought  to  be  done  in  the  most  careful  way.  All  the 
candidates  have  made  an  excellent  New  Year's  reso- 
lution not  to  abuse  each  other.  If  those  who  are 
elected  continue  to  discuss  business  matters  without 
becoming  angry  they  will  save  much  valuable  time  and 
do  their  work  better.  Boys  and  girls  as  well  as  their 
parents  will  be  glad  to  see  the  old  school  trustees 
take  their  places  at  the  board  and  hope  that  the  best 
man  will  be  chosen  to  fill  the  vacant  place  caused  by 
the  /resignation  of  Captain  Mcintosh.  All  property 
owners  should  vote  for  the  money  bylaws.  The  new 
High  School  must  be  furnished  and  new  schools  must 
be  built  to  hold  the  children. 


Canada,  especially  Western  Canada,  has  been  bor- 
rowing from  Great  Britain  vast  quantities  of  money 
for  public  works.  Streets  have  been  paved,  railways 
and  bridges  built,  harbors  improved,  mines  opened, 
waterworks  made,  and  hundreds  of  other  useful 
works  constructed  with  this  borrowed  money.  The 
money-lenders  of  London  have,  it  appears,  become  a 
little  anxious  for  fear  Canada  could  not  keep  up  the 
interest  on  these  debts.  To  satisfy  them,  Sir  George 
Paish,  editor  of  a  financial  paper,  came  to  Canada. 
He  tells  his  readers  that,  though  this  country  owes 
twenty  dollars  for  every  person,  young  or  old,  it  is 
quite  able  to  pay  the  debt.  In  most  cases  the  money 
has  been  put  to  good  uses,  though  sometimes  work 
has  been  done  before^  it  was  needed.  Perhaps  Canada 
needs  this  message  as  much  as  London.  We  must 
believe  in  ourselves.  There  are  not  many  boys  in 
Victoria  who  would  not  be  able  to  pay  twenty  dol- 
lars if  it  was  needed  for  their  city  or  their  country. 
It  must  be  understood,  however,  that  the  share  poor 
people  will  have  to  pay  of  this  debt  is  small.  While 
Sir  George  Paish's  message  tells  us  to  be  hopeful,  it 
bids  us  to  be  more  careful.  If  the  bankers  of  Lomi.. a 
should  trust  us  we  must  believe  in  ourselves. 


New  Year's  brought  the  news  that  the  Messrs. 
Bullen  had  sold  their  shipyard  to  Yarrow  Bros,  of 
Scotland .'  This  great  firm  has  become  famous  for  the 
construction  of  the  submarines  and  destroyers  which, 
even  more  than  the  great  battleships,  make  war  In 
modern  times  terrible.  When  the  Panama  Canal  is 
finally  opened  next  year  there  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  a 
great  increase  Oi  Shipping  on  this  coast.  The  coming 
to  Victoria  of  such  mastei  shipbuilders  as  the  Yar- 
rows shows  that  Victoria  will  be  ready  to  share  in  a 
very  profitable  business.  Boys  should  be  interested 
in  learning  that  the  head  of  the  firm  intends  this 
shipyard  for  one  of  his  sons.  In  no  way  can  the 
old  land  help  Canada  better  than  by  sending  to  us 
her  captains  of  industry  to  put  to  use  our  great  re- 
sources and  to  teach  young  men  how  to  do  the  work 
which  has  made  the  Clyde,  the  Tyne,  the  Thames 
and  other  riven  Oi  Great  Britain  known  in  every 
port  Of  the  world.  We  should  not,  however,  forget 
that  shipbuilding  as  an  industry  of  Victoria  was  put 
0  |  iound  tooting  by  the  old  lirm,  and  that  if  Esqui- 
mau i  omeS  a  great  shipbuilding  centre,  the 
founders   ol    the    industry    will    have    been    the    VleSSrS.

There  was  a  paragraph  of  four  lines  in  tlie  papers 

not  long  ago,  mentioning  that  the.  Royal  Geographi- 
cal Society  has  awarded  a^grant  of  money  to  Dr.  Felix 
Oswald.      There  is   quite  a  romance  behind  it. 

Dr.  Oswald  is  the  son  of  the  Dr.  Eugene  Oswald 
who,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  last  year,  was  Ger- 
man tutor  to  two  sons  of  the  King — the  Prince  of 
Wales  and  Prince  Albert.  He  it  was  who  translated 
into  English  the  German  letters  which  have  been 
published  in   the   correspondence  of  Queen   Victoria. 

His  son,  Dr.  Felix  Oswald,  when  a  youth,  had 
more  brains  than  money,  and,  having  made  a  great 
journey  in  Turkish  Armenia,  he  prepared  an  elabor- 
ate essay  on  the  geology  of  the  country,  and  submit- 
ted it,  for  his  degree  as  Doctor  of  Science,  to  the 
University  of  London.  The  University  requires  that 
an  essay  for  such  a  purpose  shall  be  printed.  Dr. 
Oswald  was  only  a.  pOorly-paid  clerk  at  the  time,  and 
could  not  afford  the  price  asked  by  a  publisher  to 
bring  out  the  work.  But  he  was  not  daunted;  he  de- 
termined to  print  his  essay  himself. 

He  inherited  a  certain  faculty  for  printing  and 
publishing,  we  may  imagine,  for  his  grandfather  was 
a  university  publisher.  But  Dr.  Oswald  had  all  to 
learn.  It  took  him  two  years  to  master  the  art  and 
mystery  of  printing.  Then  he  bought  a  little  print- 
ing press  of  his  own,  his  own  types,  ink,  and  copy- 
ing apparatus,  and  set  out  to  print  his  book.  This 
occupied  his  spare  time  for  two  and  a  half  years.  He 
could  not  simply  set  up  his  types  and  keep  straight 
on,  for  he  had  not  type  enough  for  that.  When  he- 
had  built  up  one  page,  he  had  to  print  off  a  number 
of  sheets  and  then  distribute  the  type,  so  that  he 
might  use  it  for  other  pages. 

Slowly  but  surely  the  work  progressed.  Not.  only 
diil  the  ardent  student  print  his  pages;  he  drew 
thirty-four  maps  and  colored  twelve  of  them  by  hand. 
The  book,  when  finished,  ran  to  164.000  words — 
about  twice  as  many  as  the  average  six  shilling  novel. 
The  proud  printer  struck  off  104  copies  of  his  work, 
and  the  cost  of  his  task  was  just  over  £2  1. 

,  Dr.  Oswald  deservedly  gained  his  degree,  and  he 
gained  fame  at  the  same  time,  for  his  feat  was  like 
one  of  the  tine  romances  of  the  old  days  when 
printing  was  in  its  infancy.  Afterwards  he  secured 
a  good  appointment  at  Nottingham,  where  for  the  last 
eight  years  he  has  been  Registrar  of  the  Probate 
Court.  He  has  carried  out  interesting  excavations  on 
an  old  Roman  settlement  near  Nottingham,  and  has 
also  been  out  to  Africa  for  the  British  Museum,  ex- 
ploring untrodden  country  between  the  Victoria 
Nyanza  and  the  Kisii  Highlands. 

Moreover,  he  has  since  given  to  the  world,  as  the 
result  of  his  own  labor,  a  splendid  geological  map 
of  Armenia.  Some  drawings  he  made  in  Armenia 
were,  so  wonderful  and  clear  that  they  were  bought 
by  the  Government  on  his  return   home,   and  it  tran- 

ired  that  they  show  natural  features  eighty  miles 
distant  from  Dr.  Oswald  when  he  saw  them!  When 
his  wonderful  book  appeared,  The  Times  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  scientific  world  would  find  some 
adequate  means  of  acknowledging  the  services  that 
this  accomplished  amateur  had  rendered,  and  the. 
scientific  world  has  done  so.  It  has  honored  him 
with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  and  with  a 
Fellowship  of  the  Geological  Society.  Now  the  Royal 
Geographical  Society  has  rewarded  him  in  the  way 
indicated  by  the  little  paragraph  which  recalls  this 
stirring  story  of  courageous  endeavor. — Children's 
Magazine.

Whittier  and  the  Little 
Quaker  Girl 

(A  True  Story) 

"1  was  a  very  little  girl  when  I  first  met  the  great 
poet  lohn  Greenleaf  Whittier,"  said  the  sweet-faced 
lady  to  an  eagerly  listening  group  of  young  people 
gathered  about  her  lor  one  of  iter  interesting  stories; 
•"but  never  have  I  forgotten  him,  and  his  birthday,  tin 
Seventeenth  Of  December,  always  brings  with  it  the 
remembrance  of  an  unusual  role  the  gentle  poet  once 
played  in  a  certain  small  tragedy  of  my  young  life. 

"You  know  my  people  »vere  Quakers,"  the  lady 
proceeded  in  answer  to  clamorous  appeals  for  the 
Story,  "and  at  that  time  we  were  living  in  Philadel- 
phia, where  we  became  intimately  acquainted  with 
John  Greenleaf  Whittier,  who  was  then  editor  of  an 
anti-slavery  paper. 

"We    all    attended    the    same    Quaker    church,    of 
which    the    members    of    my    family    were    loyal     ad-  ' 
herents,   my  mother  being  especially  distinguished  as 
a  brilliant  and  forcible  public  speaker. 

"About  this  time,  my  mother  was  called  away 
from  Philadelphia  on  business,  and,  taking  advantage 
of  her/Kbsence,   my   grandmother,   who  lived  in  the 


duTin*  WMtn  severe!  smaller  meetings  were  to  be 
held  in  private  houses,  one  of  them  in  my  father's 
home.  , 

"The  important  .dtsy^arrived,  and  the  big  -room

guests.  So  great,  indeed,'  was  the  crush,  that  the 
Smaller  children,  for  whom  places  could  not  be  found, 
were  lifted  up  and  seated  -  upon  ■' a  raised  space  or 
platform  at  one  end  of  the  room. 

"I  was  among  these  children,  and  I  remember 
how,  as  1  sat  between  the  legs  of  the  wooden  table, 
which,  in  accordance  with  Quaker  simplicity,  was  of 
the  plainest,  I  would  timidly  glance  up  to  catch  a 
glimpse  of  the  'Quaker  Poet',  as  he  stood  just  above 
me. 

"He  had  a  beautiful,  gentle  countenance;  his  hair 
.was  then  very  black,  and  never  shall  I  forget  the  flash 
of  his  wonderful  dark  eyes  as  he  spoke. 

"Another  privilege  that  fell  to  me  upon  this  event- 
ful day,  was  that. of  being  chosen  to  present  bouquets 
of  flowers  to  Whittier  and  Lucretia  Mott,  who  were 
the  honored  guests  of  the  occasion. 

"After  the  meeting,  my  mother,  who  had  just 
closed  a  most  beautiful  and  moving  address,  presented 
me  to  Whittier.  He  looked  at  me  fixedly  with  those 
glorious  and  wonderfully  piercing  eyes  of  his,  and, 
placing  his  hand  upon  my  shoulder,  he  said  with  slow 
and  solemn  emphasis  i 

"'My  darling  child,  1  sincerely  trust  that  thy 
mother's  mantle  may  some  day  fall  on  thee.' 

"Alas!  this  beautiful  benediction,  so  thrillingly 
pronounced,  turned  me  pale  with  fright;  to  my 
childish  comprehension,  there  was  but  one  'mantel,' 
and  that  was  the  mantel  in  my  mother's  bedroom,  the 
one  that  my  grandmother  had  already  predicted  might 
fall  upon  me.  And-  now  here  was  the  great  John 
Whittier  voicing  the  same  awful  prophecy!  Had  my 
grandmother  told  my  mother  of  my  wicked  act,  and" 
had  my  mother,  in  turn,  told  Whittier,  and  was  this 
the  public  expression  of  the  good  man's  righteous 
wrath?      All    this   went   through    my    mind. 

"Crushed  by  shame  and  fear,  I  held  my  peace; 
for  I  dared  question  neither  my  mother  nor  my  grand- 
mother upon  the  subject:  but  my  troubles  were,  as  I 
found  to  my  sorrow,  far  from   ended. 

"During  the  week  of  the  Yearly  Meeting'  my 
parents  invited  Whittier  to  dinner,  together  with  the 
delegates  and  other  prominent  guests  of  the  gather- 
ing, and  1,  as  a  child  of  the  household,  was,  of  course, 
expected  to  present  myself  at  table  with  the  others. 

"The  prospect  of  meeting  Whittier,  forever  dis- 
graced as  1  felt  myself  to  be  in  his  eyes,  was  more  than 
I  COUld, bear,  and  hiding  as  best  I  could  the  anguish 
of  my  poor  little  tormented  heart,  I  went  to  my 
mother  and  said: 

"  'I  do  not  think  I  am  old  enough  tocome  to  the 
dinner,  Mother;  i  think  thee  had  better  let  me  wait 
until    afterward."  i 

"  'What:'  exclaimed  my  father,  who  happened  to 
pais  as  I  made  the  remark;  'not  come  to  the  dinner, 
daughter:  Why,  we  are  going  to  have  chicken-pic, 
and  surely  thee  wants  to  hcai  John  Whittier  tell  how 
he   made   his   first   chicken-pie!' 

"I  was  very  far  from  caring  to  hear  John  Whittier 
tell  about  anything  just  then,  but  Quaker  children 
are  brought  up  to  obey;  so  to  the  dinner  I  went,  and 
to  my  unspeakable  consternation  found  myself  seated 
next  to  Whittier,  and  directly  facing  the  great  Lucretia 
Mott. 

•What  I  suffered  during  that  dinner  is  one  of  the 
tragedies  of  my  childhood;  1  struggled  hard  to  hide 
my  emotions,  but  so  apparent  was  my  distress,  that 
my  mother  noticed  it  and,  as  soon  as  an  opportunity 
Offered,  drew   me  aside  to  inquire  into  the  cause. 

"In  a  burst  of  tears,  I  made  my  confession;  I  told 
my  mother  of  my  naughtiness  In  removing  the  tiles 
of  the  fireplace  to  play  with,  and  how  my  grand- 
mother. In  her  anger,  had  predicted  that  the  mantel 
would  fall  upon  me,  and  how  on  the  day  of  the  meet- 
ing. John  Whittier  had  said  that  he.  hoped  this  dread- 
ful  thing   would   come   to  pass! 

•How  tenderly  my  dear  mother  sympathized  with 
inie!  How  lovingly  she  soothed  me — and  yet,  how 
she  laughed'  And  when  she  told  the  story  to  Whit- 
tier, how  he  laughed'  And  Lucretia  Mott  laughed! 
And  all  the  company  laughed!  And  though  I  won- 
dered that  everybody  should  be  so  merry,  I  was  com- 
forted, for  I  felt  that,  in  some  mysterious  way,  which 
I  did  not  understand,   everything  was   right 

"And  when  the  big  dinner  was  over  and  the  com- 
pany   gone,    Whittier    went    up-stairs    with     us,    and,, 
seating    himself    before    the    blazing    logs    in    the    new 
open    fireplace,    he    took    my    sister    and    myself   each 
upo,,  a  knee,  and  told  us  story  after  story. 

•It  has  been  a  lifelong  regret  to  me  that  !  was 
too  young  at  the  tin>e  to  remember  these  stories,  and 
all  1  can  recollect  my  mother  saving  about  them,  was 
that  they  were  wonderfully  beautiful,  and  that  she 
had  not  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  Whittier  'made 
them  up'  as  he  went  along. 

"I  remember  distinctly,  too,"  said  the  lady,  in 
conclusion,  "how  the  'Quaker  Poet'  was  revered  and 
loved  by  every  member  of  my  family  for  his  gentle- 
ness and  the  religious  beauty  of  his  character;  but  the 
memory  of  the  great  man  that  has  long  remained  with 
me,  and  always  will  remain,  is  the  incident  that  so 
impressively  connected  him  with  my  motser*t 
'mantel.'  " — Rebecca   Middleton  Samson.

,  HE  opera  "Aida,"  which  will  open 
^  the  opera  season  of  three  days  to 
be  given  by  the  Quinlan  Opera 
Company  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
'theatre,  on  January  19,  was 
first  produced  at  Cairo  in  1871.  The  text  was 
translated  from  Locle  by  Ghislanzoni,  and  the 
music  is  by  Verdi.  In  the  year  following  its 
first  production  it  was  given  at  Milan,  and  in 
1876  it  was  heard  for  the  first  time  in  both 
Paris  and  London. 

Aida,  the  daughter  of  Amonasro,  king  of 
Ethiopia,  was  captured  by  the  Egyptians  and 
when  the  play  opens,  she  is  a  slave  at  Mem- 
phis, where  she  and  the  young  soldier,  Rna- 
dames  have  fallen  in  love  with  each  other. 
Rhadames  goes  to  the  Egyptian  war,  and  dur- 
ing his  absence  the  kind's  daughter,  Amneris 
discovers  the  attachment,  and  is  furious,  as 
she  herself  is  in  love  wTrb  Rhadames. 

Rhadames  returns  covered  with  glory  and 
bringing  home  many  prisoners,  among  them 
Amonasro,  the  father  of  Aida.  The  king  re- 
leases all  the  prisoners  except  Amonasro,  and 
bestows  his  daughter  on  the  unwilling  Rha- 
dames. 

In  the  next  scene  Amonasro  forces  his  dau- 
ghter to  persuade  Rhadames  to  become  a  trai- 
tor. The  latter's  love  for  Aida  and  his  dis- 
taste for  his  approaching  union  with  Amneris 
lead  him  to  consent.  Amneris  has,  however, 
overheard  the  plot,  and,  after  vainly  trying 
to  induce  Rhadames  to  abandon  Aida.  in  a 
jealous  rage  denounces  him  as  a  traitor,  and 
he  is  condemned  to  be  buried  alive.  When  the 
vault  is  sealed,  he  discovers  Aida.  who  had 
concealed  herself  that  she  might  die  with  him. 
and  the  lovers  slowly  suffocate  in  each  other's 
arms. 

The  opera  is  always  a  favorite  with  opera- 
goers,  and,  as  sung  by  Caruso,  ( iadski,  and 
Homer,  has  tilled  the  opera  house  at  New- 
York  and  at  Cov'ent  Garden.  Among  the 
mpSt  famous  airs  is  the  tenor  SOk)  in  the  first 
act  Celests  Aida.  the  triumphant  "Ritoma  Vin- 
citor"  sung  by  Aida  to  her  departing  warrior. 
In  the  second  act  is  the  famous  duet,  "Fu  la 
M>rte  dell  armi"  and  the  pageant  duet,  both 
sung  by  Amneris  and  Aida. 

In  the  third  act,  which  is  staged  on  the 
banks  of  the  Nile  is  the  famous  patriotic  la- 
ment,, "O  patria  mia,"  while  in  the  second 
scene  of  the  last  act  are  the  two  great  duets 
between  Ada  and  Rhadames,  "La  Fatal  pietra" 
and  "O  terra  addio/' 

Rigoletto 
The  opera  "Rigoletto,"  which  will  be  heard 
on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  January  2  1,, 
the  closing  performance  of  the  Quinlan  Opera 
Company  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Theatre,  be- 
longs to  the  earliest  period  of  Verdi's  work. 

It  is  written  in  three  acts,    the   text   being 
adopted  by  Piave  from  Victor  Hugo's  drama,

"Le  Roi  s'amuse,"  and  was  first  produced  at 
Venice  in  185  1.  Two  years  later  it  was  heard 
in  London,  and  its  first  performance  on  this 
continent  was  in  18  5  7.  when  it  was  given  in 
New  York. 

The  scene  is  laid  in  Mantua  in  the  sixteenth 
century,  and  tells  of  the  gay  and.  unprincipled 
Duke  of  Mantua,  who  is  assisted  in  his  crimes 
by  his  jester,  RlgotettOi    a    hunchback.       The 
lather  of  one  of  the  Duke's  victims  is  mocked 
by  Rigoletto,  and  launches  upon  him  a  father's 
awful  curse,  which  stuns  and  Sobers  the  jester, 
as  he,  too,  has  a  daughter,  Gilda,  unknown  to 
the  court.      On  his  way  home  Rigoletto  meets 
a  professional  assassin.  Sparafucile,  who  offers 
for  a   price  to  kill  any  enemy  he  may    have. 
The  Duke,  disguised  as  a  student,  has  already 
met  Gilda.  and  she,  not  knowing  who  he  i>,  has 
fallen  in  love  with  him.      When   Rigojettp  has 
left    the    house,    the    Duke's   courtiers    abduct 
Gilda    and    lake    her    to    the    Palace.        I  lie 
father's  rage  is  terrible  to  witness,  and  ,he  goes 
to  the  Palace,  but  too  late  to  save  his  daughter. 
She  pleads  for  the  Duke's  life,  but    Rigoletto 
swears    to    kill    him,  and    arranges    with    the 
assassin,    Sparafucile,  to  accomplish  the  deed. 
The  Duke  is  lured  to  a  lonely  inn  by  Spara- 
lucile's    attractive    sister,    Maddalena,    and    is 
about  to  be  murdered,  when  Maddalena,  who' 
has  taken  a  fancy  to  him,  begs    for    his    life. 
Sparafucile    consents,    provided     a     substitute 
should  happen  along  before  midnight.     Gilda, 
whom  Rigoletto  had  brought  hither,  disguised 
as  a  page,  in  order  that  she  might  witness  the 
fickleness  of  her  lover,  has  been  listening  to 
the  conversation,  and  now  resolves  to  save  the 
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Duke's  life  at  the  cost  of  her  own.  She  en- 
ters the  hut,  is  stabbed  by  Sparafucile,  who  de- 
livers the  body  to  Rigoletto  according  to  agree- 
ment Rigoletto  is  about  to  cast  the  body  into 
the  river,  when  he  hears  the  Duke's  voice  in 
the  distance.

DECISION  of  great  importance, 
as  well  from  a  scientific  point  ot 
view  as  from  that  of  the  world- 
wide influence  ol  France)  marked 
the  International  Hum  Confer- 
ence which  has  just  held  its  sessions  at  the 
Obsi  .   "i   Paris.     Tne  delegates  of  the 

countries  represented  at  this  meeting  signed  ;l 
document  henceforth  historic  by  which  there  i: 
created  an  International  Hour  Association,  W 
headquarters  of  which  are  established  in  Paris. 
The  City  of  Light  becomes  by  this  fact  the 
hour  capital  of  the  world,  where  there  will  he- 
received,  co-ordinated,  analyzed  and  preserved 
all  the  doeuments  relative  to  the  i|termlnation, 
the  measuring  arid  the  distribution  of  time. 
The  new  agreement,  In  organising  in  Paris  it- 
self the  centre  of  time  regulation,  renders  a 
merited  homage  to  French  science,  which  for 
several  years  has  especially  distinguished  itself 
by  sending  out  Hertzian  signals  radiated  from 
the  gigantic  antennae  formed  by  the  Eiffel 
Tower,  under  the  judicious  direction  of  Com- 
mandant Ferrie,  with  the  collaboration  of  the 
observatory  and  of  the  Bureau  of  Longitudes, 
signals  which  bring-  to  ships  isolated  in  foggy 
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seas  the  hour  of  Paris  and  sometimes  their 
safety. 

But  who  would  ever  have  thought  only  a 
-quarter  trf  a  century  ago-  that  serious  scientists 
of  all  countries  would  devote  a  day  of  profound 
and  peaceful  discussions  to  the  fugitive  hours, 
the  flight  of  which,  sad  or  joyous,  previous  or 
idle,  rules  in  truth  our  life? 

When  in  1880  the  Paris  Observatory  of- 
fered to  telegraph  the  time  free  of  charge  to  all 
the  cities  which  should  ask  for  it,  there  was  a 
complete  fiasco.  It  is  quite  true  that  at  the  end 
of  thirty,  years  of  courteous  and  unwearied 
manoeuvres,  in  1911,  seven  cities  in  all  had  ac- 
cepted this  invitation.  The  others  obstinately 
turned  a  deaf  ear  to  it 

But  in  the-  meantime- the  Hertzian  waves 
were  discovered.  Rapid  and  light,  by  an  elec- 
tric spark  they  are  going  to  change  this  state 
of  things.  With  them  disappears  the  compli- 
cated apparatus  of  wires,  poles  and  cables.    It 


was  soon  perceived  that  these  marvelous 
waves,  which  are  propagated  in  every  direc- 
tion, which  traverse  the  thickest  walls  and  sur- 
round us  Invisibly  with  a  subtle  reservoir  of  un- 
translated thoughts,  can  he  easily  held  captive. 
The  receiving  apparatus  is  simplified  to  such 
an  extent  that  today  Ingenious  young'  fellows 
construct  at  a  very  small  expensf  delightful  de- 
tectors, with  which  they  receive  surreptitious- 
the  radio-telegraphic  messages  of  the  Eiffel 
Tower. 

A  PARISIAN  AMUSEMENT 

This  has  even  become  an  amusement  in 
which  many  Parisians  taw|||P^P|tye  hears 
with  curiosity  the  tlc^^  pcirt  or  long,  which 
are  sounded  In  the  Ut^"*^i*fe^i^iratus, 
and  feels  a  strange  emotion  in  thinking  $i*t  It 
the  same  moment^-or  almost  within  a  few 
hundredths  of  a  second— this  saitte  ticking  Is 
heard  in  Washington,  6,200  kilometres  (3,S00 
miles)  from  Paris;  in  the  solitude  of  the  seas 
by  ships  which  voyage  between  the  Old  and 
the  New  Continent;'  and  at  immense  distances 
in  Europe  and  Africa.  It  is  like  a  mysterious 
voice  which  whispers  the  same  word  across 
space  and  establishes  a  tacit  iccord  between  all 


of  our  watches  at  each  of  our  movements  from 
Easi  to  West  or  in  the  opposite  direction  and 
to  be  constantly  in  disagreement  among  our- 
selves. 

To  avoid  the  manifold  disputes  which 
would  follow,  it  is  indispensable  to  simplify 
the  question  of  time.  To  make  it  Completely 
uniform  is  a  Utopia.  That  would  lie  to  wish' 
to  make  of  the  day-star  the  night-star  for  our 
antipodes,  to  glorify  Phoebus  and  his  poetic 
nocturnal  court  at  noon  for  the  inhabitants  of 
the  opposite  hemisphere.  Human  logic,  so 
times  so  hesitating,  has  recoiled  froni  that  an. 

It  has  been  found  wiser  iodide  the  ter- 
restrial globe  into  twenty-four  sections  from 
North  to South, |  ieaej*  erne  nteasurirife  fifteen  de- 
grees in  width,  All  the  countries  included  in 
one  of  these  sections  have  the  same  official 
hour  behind  those  of  the  section  on  the  right, 
to  the  East,  and  are  as  much  ahead  of  those  on 
the  left  or  to  the  West.  This  system  of  hour 
sections  has  received  the  united  approval  of 
nearly  all  civilised  nations;  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, and  this  understanding  had  for  its 


sion.  It  will  have  Its  practical  reflex  in  navi- 
gation, in  geodesy,  in  the  delimitation  of  fron- 
tiers, in  meteorology,  in  seismology,  in  voy- 
ages of  exploration  and  the  like,  without  count- 
ing the  less  scientific  circumstances  of  our  daily 
life.

This  was  our  last  day,  and  our  hearts  were 
set  on  going  up  the  river  to  see  its  beauties. 
I  proposed  that  we  should  go  as  far  as  we 
could  in  the  boat,  then  land  and  scramble  on 
if  it  were  possible  and  do  a  little  fly  fishing 
^Ifftbm  the  bank.  The  plan  was  approved;  we 
got  lunch  over  quickly,  I  ordered  dinner  a 
little  later  than  usual,  and  we  set  forth  on  our 
last  excursion.  When  we  were  approaching 
the  shallow  part  of  the  river  we  were  hailed 
by  an  Indian  in  our  rear.  It  was  some  time 
before  we  could  be  sure  it  was  our  faithless 
Charl-ie,  but  so  ft  proved  to  be.  He  brought 
his  canoe  alongside  our  boat  and  we  tranship- 
ped. ,In  a  very  short  time  he  ran  aground. 
To  lighten  the  canoe,  Mr.  Dupont  got  on 
Charl-ie 's  back  and  was  carried  ashore.  (Mr. 
Dupont  is  immensely  tall,  6  feet,  2  or  3  ins., 
and  Charl-ie  is  a  stunted  little  creature  about 
my  height).  Mr.  Burnes  and  Charl-ie  then 
dragged  the  canoe  till  we  got  into  deeper 
water.  Twice  we  all  had  to  land  while  the 
canoe  was  dragged  over  the  shallows,  so  our 
journey  was  a  very  broken  one.  We  caught 
no  fish,  but  we  enjoyed  the  lovely  scenery  of 
the  river;  it  reminded  me  of  the  Welsh 
streams  in  many  places. 

That  evening  we  were  so  late  for  dinner 
that  we.  decided  to  have  il  in  our  tent  on  ac- 
count of  the  need  for  candles,  for  they  could 
not  be  kept  alight  in  the  open  air.  It  was  the 
most  luxurious  meal  we  had  during  our  camp- 
ing— a  very  nice  stew  of  mutton  with  vege- 
tables, roasted  grouse,  a  rice  mould,  potatoes, 
and  pickles.  Our  stores  were  pretty  nearly 
exhausted,  but  we  expected  to  reach  home  the 
next  day,  and  I  thought  we  had  quite  enough 
to  last  US.  The  whiskey  was  finished  that 
night;  indeed,  there  was  not  enough  punch  foi 
all,  so  Miss  Dupont,  like  the  Marchioness,  had 
to  make  believe  with  no1  lemonade. 

Breakfast  at  seven  next  morning,  and  then 
all  hands  were  busy  with  packing.  Unfortun- 
ately, the  tide  was  lovver  than  we  had  ever 
known  it,  and  the  gentlemen  had  much  trouble 
with  the  boat  in  getting  her  afloat.  There  was 
a  wide  expanse  of  mud  between  us  and  her, 
and  the  difficulty  of  crossing  this  and  carrying 
all  the  baggage  over  it  I  shall  never  forget. 
Captain  Machell  carried  me  over  the  worst 
part,  but  our  boots  were  covered  with  mud 
and  slime,  and  the  first  thing  we  did  was  to 
clean  them  by  wiping  them  with  paper.  For 
an  hour  and  a  half  the  gentlemen  labored  at 
this  work  of  carrying  the  camp  equipage  over 
the  mud  flats  to  the  boat — the  Chinamen  help- 
ed feebly — we  had  nothing  to  do  but  sit  in 
the  boat  and  look  on.  Our  boat-hook  was 
thrown  overboard  In  the  confusion  of  stowing, 
not  missed  at  the  time,  and  floated  off  out  of 
sight.  Mr.  Dupont  had  to  take  a  little  old 
canoe  belonging  to  Walter  Machell  and  go  In 


search  of  it.     The  tide  had  now  turned    and 
was  coming  in  fast.     The    Chinamen    were, 
waiting  to   come   on   board,    but   there   were 
several  yards  of  water  between  them  and  the 
boat.    They  looked  helpless,  and  expected  Mr. 
Dupont  to   take  the  canoe  for  them.        The 
ground  they  stood  on  became  an  island  then; 
only  a  few  stones  remained  above  water.    For- 
tunately they  had  an  oar,  and  they  laid  this  on 
the  stones  and  stood  upon  it  keeping  a  lookout 
on  Mr.  Dupont  and  his  canoe.     When  the  lat- 
ter had  found  'he  boat-hook  he  turned  his  steps 
towards  Captain     Machell's    house,  or  rather 
Switrer's,  dragged  the  canoe  up  on  the  bank, 
and  then  as  he  had  on  gum  boots  which  came 
up  to  his  waist  he  waded  back  through    the 
water.

1   had    been    honored  with  the  title  of 
pilot  on  a  former  occasion  on  account  of  ser- 
vices I   had   rendered,   and   it   now  fell   to  my 
lot  to  do  the  steering.     Wc  had  to  keep  well 
In  to  the  shore  to  avoid  the  full  force  of  the 
current,   and  here,   of  course,  the  water    was 
shallower,    and   there   wa>  more   danger   from 
snags  and  rocks.     It  was  hard,  anxious  work, 
and  our  progress  was  extremely  slow — in  three 
hours  we  only  made  three  miles — then  we  got 
a  little  breeze,  put  up  sail  and  ran  before  it 
nicely.      Mr.    Dupont,    at   this    time,     said  we 
should  be  in  Victoria  by  6  o'clock.     When  wc 
found  that  the  breeze  was  not  steady  but  died 
away  again,  he  said  we  should  probably  be  in 
by  9  o'clock,   but  when  wc  got  fairly  out  to 
sea   and   came   into    the   neighborhood    of   the 
tide-rips  and  saw  a  great  bank  of  fog  ahead, 
then   our   captain   and   boatswain  decided   that 
we  must  put  into  Beachy  Bay  and  give  up  all 
thought  of  reaching  Victoria  that  day.     As  we 
passed   the    Indian     rancherie,    we  enquired   if 
they  had     any    salmon,     but    the  reply   wa>, 
"Wa-ak,"  which    means    "No."     Once  more 
the  gentlemen  had  the  labor  of  unloading  and 
pitching  tents.     We  went  back  exactly  to  the 
spot  where  we  had  camped  the  week  before, 
and  the  ground  that  had  been  cleared,  there- 
fore, served  us  again.     The  big  log  was  still 
burning,  and  we  made  a  big  fire  of  it  by  plac- 
ing some  strips  of  bark  in  front.     The  great 
question  that  agitated  my  mind  was  that  of 
supplies.     Miss    Dupont   and  I  took  stock  of 
our  provisions;  they  consisted  of  one  grouse 
cooked,  a  ham  bone  with  a  few  ounces  of  meat 


On  it,  six  hard-boiled  eggs,  a  dozen  tiny  rolls, 
the  size  of  a  half-crown,  a  few  broken  bis- 
cuits, a  small  pot  of  marmalade,  some  ginger- 
breads, a  little  sugar,  half  a  tea-cup  of  tea  and 
five- or  six  pounds  of  potatoes.     We  were  in 
a  hungry  condition,  for  we  had  breakfasted  at 
seven  and  only  had  a  little  bread  and  cheese 
since,  but  the  great  thing  we  longed  for  was 
tea,  and  how  could  our  small  supply  be  made 
to  serve  six  people  besides  the  Chinamen  for 
two  meals?     Miss  Dupont  said  it  could  not  be 
.done,  and  that  we  had  better  leave  it  for  break- 
fast, and  take  some  brandy  and  water  with  the 
evening  meal.    I  ventured  to  differ  from  her, 
so  we  made  a  careful  division  of  the  precious 
tea,  and  I   undertook  to  make  it  and  to  see 
that  we  got  the  whole  virtue  out  of  it.     Then 
we  set  aside  half  of  all  the  other  eatables.     I 
told  Heng  not  to   waste  any   portion   of   the 
potatoes  by  peeling  them,  but  to  serve  them 
in   their  skins,   and  when   the  kettle   boiled   I 
made  the  tea   in   a  camp   kettle  in   the  most 
scientific   manner   I    could.      We   had   only   a 
small  tent  pitched  for  the  ladies  on  this  occa- 
sion, but  there  was  just  room  enough  for  us 
to  spread  a  cloth  in  the  centre  and  to  seat  our- 
selves round  it.     Mr.  Dupont  had  the  responsi- 
bility of  apportioning  to  each  one  the  proper 
allowance.      Miss   Dupont   dispensed    the   tea, 
and   I  eagerly  watched  to  see  whether  it  had 
the  look  of  tea  when  it  came  from  the  spout  ' 
of  the  kettle.     Behold,  it  bad  a  lovely  amber 
tint   and   smelt  quite  strong!     We  revelled   in 
it;  it  even  bore  to  be  watered  a  little  more. 
Again  and  again  the  gentlemen  had  their  cups 
filled,    and   drank   it  eagerly,   although   at  last 
it  was  nothing  more  than  water  passed  through 
the  tea-pot.     That  nigli't  we  slept  very  sound- 
ly, and  there  was  no  need  to  be  up  very  early 
next  morning  for  we  knew  that  the  tide  would 
be  too  low  for  us  to  make  an  early  start.    Our 
meal  differed  little  from  the  meal  of  the  pre- 
vious evening,  but  we  all  agreed  that  We  had 
had  quite  enough,  and  in  fact  could  not  have 
eaten  any  more;  and  as  to  the  tea!  surely  we 
had    never   known  what   tea   was  until   now. 
The  crows  watched  us  at  our  meal,  and  made 
up   their  minds  to  come  when    we    had   left. 
They  were  kept  waiting  for  a  good  while,  for 
the  boat  was  aground,  and  it  was  between  10 
and   I  I  o'clock  when  she  began  to  float.    Just 
then  an  Indian  came,  up  in  his  canoe  with  two 
cod  for  sale.     Mr.  Dupont  kept  him,  and  used 
the  canoe  for  taking  the    luggage    from   the 
shore  to   the  boat.      At  last   all   was  stowed. 
We  ladies  went  one  at  a  time  in  the  canoe, 
and    for  the   last   time   we   said   good-bye   to 
Beachy  Bay,  which  had  been  three  times  our 
haven  of  refuge.     From  that  time  everything 
went  smoothly.     We    sailed    with  a  pleasant 
breeze,  and  reached  Victoria  between  3  and  4 
in  the  afternoon.    Alfred  was  on  the  wharf  to 
receive  us.

and     LiotltS    X  \ , 

in  that  background  the  ofeOle  Mine 
de  Beauharnais  may  have  been  no  better 
than  her  friends,  Mme  Tallien.  Barras 
and  the  rest  of  the  merry  pirate  crew 
who  had  boarded  the  storm-tossed  ship 
of  state.  Assuredly  she  was  no  saint. 
Hut  why  break  a  butterfly  upon  a 
wheel?  Are  there  not  Ways  enough  to 
Btriko  the  fame  of  Napoleon  without 
wounding   the   reputation   of  Josephine? 

Alter  all  next  to  nothing  really  is 
known  of  her  IS  months  of  widow  'hood, 
though  much  has  been  told,  mostly  in 
SUOh  a  venomous  s,plrit  that  a  prudent 
person  dare  not  touch  It.  If  she  ac- 
eepted  a  patron  it  is  plain  she  chose 
a  poor  provider,  for  from  the  beginning; 
to  the  end  of  this  precarious  period  she 
was  continually  drawing  upon  her 
mother,  now  a  widow  like  herself,  she 
threw  herself  upon  her  bounty  as  "my 
sole  support,"  and  again  she  wrote  her 
as.  her  "poor  Yvette":  "I  knew  too  well 
your  regard  for  my  honor  to  have  the 
least  doubt  that  you  will  supply  me 
with    the   means   of   subsistence." 

A  BROKEN  ENGAGEMENT 

However  diverting  Josephine  may 
have  found  the  ribald  gaieties  of  Paris, 
they  shocked  Napoleon's  moral  sons'*. 
"Great  God,  how  contemptible  mankind 
is!"   he  cried  aloud.

Ills  witness,  a  young 
staff  officer  was  only  20,  and.  there- 
fore legally  incompetent.  Barras  and

THE   RUE   DE  LA    VICTOIRE 

From  tlje  Rue  d'Antln  I  strolled  two 
long  squares  back  to  the  Opera  to  tread 
Napoleon's  path  of  dalliance  in  his 
honeymoon  street.  The  bride  took  him 
to  her  rented  house,  a  modest  place  set 
in  a  garden  in  the  Rue  Chantereiue, 
which  ho  would  soon  turn  into  the  Rue 
de  la  Victoire.  And  it  was  only  six  r.r 
eight  squares   to   the  Tulleries! 

The  Rue  de  la  Victoire  today  is  ons 
of  a  thousand  atreets  in  Paris,  with  its 
shops  on  the  ground  floor  and  its  Bats 
above.  Josephine's  little  hotel  is  gone, 
the  first  home  Napoleon  knew  after 
leaving  his  mother's  roof:  but  around 
every  lamp  post  in  the  Rue.de  la  Vic- 
toire cluster  the  memories  of  the  victor 
of  Italy  and  his  drawn  battle  with  thn 
widow,  not  to  dwell  upon  his  inglorious 
capitulation  to  her  dog,  Fortune,  who 
disputed  with  his  teeth  the  Invasion  of 
his    mistress'   boudoir. 

After  a  honeymoon  of  only  two  day* 
the  bridegroom  exchanged  the  pursuit 
of  happiness  for  the  pursuit  of  glory, 
leaving  his  bride  twirling  her  second 
wedding  ring,  within  which  was  en- 
graved   the    watchwords,    "Au    Destln!"

PLUMES  AND  DISEASE 


Sir  Harry  Hamilton  Johnston,  famous 
traveler  and  zoologist,  who  found  the 
okapl  in  Africa,  deplores  the  vanity  of 
wealthy  women  who  adorn  themselves 
With  the  plumage  of  rare  and  lovely 
birds,  Sir  Harry,  in  a  lecture  the  other 
night,  comiilimented  the  United  States 
for  having  closed  its  ports  and  markets 
against  the  importation  of  the  feathers, 
and  skins  of  ccFtain  birds,  and  urged 
similar  action  by  the  British  Parlia- 
ment. All  birds  of  beautiful  plumage 
are  insect  caters,  he  said;  so  to  slaugh- 
ter birds  Js  to  permit  the  infinite  multi- 
plication of  creatures  that  carry  germs 
and  cause  about  two-thirds  of  the 
world's  diseases.  The  appalling  destruc- 
tion of  birds  whose  feathers  deck  mi- 
lady's hat  is  proven  by  figures  from  the 
last  six  feather  sales  in  London,  this 
year:  crowned  pigeons,  21,318:  macaw 
WlUgSi  •>."!''  pairs;  quills  of  tho  white 
crane,  20.7i:.;  humming  birds,  4,111'; 
birds  of  paradise,  17.711.  Of  the  king- 
fisher, otic  of  the  birds  of  bright  plum- 
age to  be  found  on  the  Kngllsh  and 
Irish  lakes,  tho  aklns  of  no  less  than 
218,600  were  on  sale.  This  destruction 
si  111  jily  means  the  kingfisher's  extinction. 


WITHOUT  MICROBES 


To  determine  just  what  effect  com- 
plete absence  of  microbes,  would  have 
on  the  life  of  animals  is  one  of  the 
faclnating  problems  of  the  day.  In 
his  experiments  since  May,  191.1,  Quye- 
not,  a  Paris  biologist,  has-reared  about 
to  generation's  of  the  common  fly, 
producing  about  400,000  individuals  in 
a  single  line,  and  has  kept  specimens 
under  continuous  exclusion  from  mi- 
crobes, feeding  them  with  specially- 
sterilized  food.  At  75  deg.  Farh.,  the 
de velopme.it  from  the  egg  has  been 
completed  In  twelve  days,  laying  being 
b'egun  by  the  female  In  a  d*  >  or  two 
after  emerging  In  the  adult  state.  The 
flies  have  continued  quite  normal,  and 
the  successive  generations  have  shown 
no  lessening  of  fecundity.  fn  de* 
velopment  under  the  conditions  of 
protection  there  has  been  a  great 
ealn.  the  usual  large  mortality  of  tha 
larvae  and  pupae  having  been  reduced 
to  practically   nothing.

He 
has  promised  a  full  discussion  of  the 
whole  question  of  immigration  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  In  his  annual  report,  with 
the  preparation  of  which  he  will  im- 
mediately proceed. 

"It  is  not  my  purpose,"  he  said,  "to 
direct  my  recommendations  to  any  par- 
ticular people,  but  it  la  perfectly  mani- 
fest that  many  Orientals  are  now  get- 
ting into  this  country  unlawfully.  This 
is  particularly  true  of  the  so-called 
students,  who  ostensibly  come  to  this 
country  to  obtain  an  education.  Many 
of  these.  I  am  satisfied,  are  merely 
laborers,    who   come    here   in    I  he   guise 


of  students.  Proposed  regulations  and 
laws  will  be  drafted  in  an  effort  to  re- 
strict this  sort  of  Immigration.

LONDON,  Jan.  10.— The  Strange  story 
of  a  vessel  .whieh  ran  ashojre  while  her 
crew— Including  the  man  at  the  wheel— - 
Were  asleep  was  told  at  the  Board  of 
Trade  inquiry  at  Yarmouth  recently. 
Into  the  loss  of  the  herring  ateamer 
Vera.'  .. 

Skipper  Crane  said  he  fell  asleep, 
suddenly  in  the  wheelhouBe,  and  Samuel 
Oof  fin,  the  mater  declared  that  he  fell 
asleep  on  deck  while  stowing  the  nets, 
but  awoke  when  the  vessel  struck.  He 
flew  to  the  wheelhouBe  door,  put  his 
back  against-  It,  and  forced  the  catch, 
and  then  saw  the  skipper  asleep  with 
his  head,  on  his  arms.    - 

All  tho  crew  were,  tired,  added  the 
mate,  but  It  was  the  rule  with  the 
flsherme-u  to  go  on  working  till  they 
dropped  while  herrings  were  about.!  He 
supposed  the  skipper  fall  asleep  through, 
overvltork  or  want  of  sleep,  and  this 
appllell  to  all  the  crew.  The  moment 
they  stopped  working  they  felt  drows>,

sjj-rpper  was  perfectly  sober,  but  all  the 
crew  were  pretty  well  worked  out.
